The Min- 
neapolis weighed 3,327 tons when it left the 
ways, it differing slightly from the Columbia 
in this respect. The contract price of the 
Minneapolis was $2,690,000, against 
$2,705.000 for the Columbia. Like the Co- 
lumbia it will be propelled. by triple screws, 
both vessels being designed to outspeed any- 
thing afloat. When the battleship Iowa and 
the cruiser Brooklyn shall have been com- 
pleted, both ships now being on the ways, the

YELLOW FEVER AT BRUNSWICE, GA. 


United States Surgeon Branham Taken 
with the Scourge—Citizens Alarmed. 
Wasuineron, D. C., Aug. 12.—Surgeon 

Branham is reported down with the yellow 

fever in telegrams received by Surgeon- 

General Wyman of the Marine Hospital 

service tonight from Brunswick, Ga., 

where he went to guard against the 
disease. Precautions are being taken. 

It is telegraphed from Savannah that private 

messages from Brunswick gay the citizens 

are alarmed greatly, and that some of them 
are leaving the town. Surgeon Carter, who 
arrived at Pensacola tonight from Washing- 
ton, was ordered by wire to Brunswick.

EXPRESS MESSENGER FIRES AT ROBBERS 


Attempt to Rob a Car at Crawfordsville 
Is Foiled=One Man Shot. 
CrawFrorpDsvittz, Ind., Aug. 12.— [Special.] 
AIs the east- bound mail train pulled out of 
the Crawfordsville Junction last night an at- 
tempt was made by half a dozen men to rob 
the car of the Adams Express company. The 
train, owing to improvements bemg made on 
the track. had to move slowly for several hun- 
dred feet from the junction. When in the 
edge of the woods C. W. Julier, the messen- 
ger, noticed several men were hanging on the 
outside of the car, evidently attempting to 
enter. He called to. them to get 
out, but two of the men 
drew revolvers. Julier quickly opened 
fire and the men returned it and then 
across the fields. The train moved on out of 
sight, but people running from the junction 
to the scene of the skirmish found a man lying 
in the ditch with a bullet-hole in his side. He 
claims to have had no connection with the 
men who shot at the miessenger and ran away. 
He claims to have been stealing a ride. He 
gives the name of Ed Brown of Cleveland. He 
is in Crawfordsville jail in a serious con- 
dition. :

Once inside the pressure of the crowd drove 
those in front ahead. Above roared and 
rumbled the moving sidewalk, while below 
the waves dashed and splashed in the fury of 
astorm. The noise and the sight of the water 
unnerved the crowd and it pushed forward 
heed less of warning and desirous only to 
reach the other side as quickly as might 
be. Those in front knew that the 
plank bridge was unguarded at the 
sides, and one man who is said to have been 
an employé of the stemboat company shouted 
to the people to go slowly. His voice was lost 
in the roar of sound, and in that moment Miss 
Guffin was pushed over the edge of the sub- 
way by the scared crowd. In their own fear 
no one at the time seems to have noticed her 
fall, though when inquiry was made after- 
wards many said they thought they had seen 
something fall into the water. Others thought 
they had heard some one shriek for aid, but 
they didn’t stop to investigate. 

Down into the water went Miss Guffin and 
that she ever came out alive is nothing short 
of a miracle. When the pier was built one of 
the piles was braced with a pile of rocks. 
There are several hundred piles and 
only one heap of rocks. Miss Guf- 
fin fell near the heap and in der 
struggles obtained a foothold upon them. 
Though relieved of the immediate fear of 
death she was yetin poor plight. She was 
shoulder-deep in the water; to climb higher 
was impossible and her voice could not be 
heard a yard away, scream as she might. The 
waves were running high and at any minute 
she might be swept from her foothold. 

Miss Guffin doesn’t know much about the 
rest of it, because she was nearly dead when 
she was found and her friends have been kept 
quiet by the doctors. When the rest of the 
crowd had safely boarded the Christopher 
Columbus and had started for the city a hur- 
ried search was made of the boat for Miss 
Guffin. 

She could not be found, and it was then that 
her friends began to hear that some one had 
fallen into the water and of the unregarded 
ery for help. The officers of the whaleback 
joined in the search only to confirm the fears 
of. Miss Guffin’s friends that she had 
been drowned. The more they thought 
of it the more sorrowful they 
got and the trip to Van Buren street was made 
in tearsand tribulation. One of the crowd of 
passengers who made that perilous crossing 
over the bridge dropped a shawl in the water 
on the way. Being feminine she wanted that 
shawl and just. as the boat left the pier 
shouted an agonized plea to one of the long- 
shoremen to look in the water under the 


passageway.” 
Finds a Woman Instead of Shawl 


The man didn’t know what he was to look 
for, and after he had finished working around 
the pier went leisurely to see what might have 
fallen in the water. Instead of a shawl he 
found a white-faced woman, too weak to do 
more than look up appealingly as he 
bent over towards her. Calling help, 
he climbed down and slipping .a rope 
over Miss  Guffin’s shoulders she 
was drawn up tosafety. An ambulance was 
called and Miss Guffin was removed to the 
World's Fair Hospital. She had suffered 
much from the exposure and is in a serious 


fled |-wondition. Dr. Raughley said last night that 
i slight hemorrhage had set in, which was 


causing him some anxiety. 

The hospital authorities telephoned the 
news of the rescue to the Van Buren street 
pier and Miss Guffin’s friends were met by 
the welcome of hersafety. Those who 
were with Miss Guffin at the time she fell into 
the water were Miss Ellen Holden, Miss Hunt 
and Mr. T. F. Holden. All were from Rush’ 
ville and were staying at No. 747 Chestnut 
street. Mr. en at once went to the

That same close friend of the doctor says 
there are probably halfa dozen young Pres- 
bvterian ministers in Chicago who, like him, 
believe in the doctrines of Prof. Briggs of 
Union Theological Seminary and that an ex- 
plosion is likely to take place at any moment. 
He also says there are few men under 40 
years of age in the church who do not believe 
that Prof. Briggs and his adherents are on the 
right track and that the number is constantly 
growing. There seem to him to be creeds 
enough to suit all, anda simple retirement of 
Dr. Totheroh from the church is considered 
the proper thing. 

Dr. Totheroh has been questioning the creed 
of Calvin for years. He has been preaching 
Prof.. Briggs’ doctrines in his Hyde Park 
church, but his congregation has made no 
objections. He has been hereticial in his be- 
lief so long that he has come to the conclusion 
there is little room for him in the Westmin- 
ster confession. Now he is going to foreswear 
the whole book from cover to cover and thus 
prevent a heresy trial before the theological 
courts. 

Back in the days when Prof. Swing was 
tried for heresy Dr. Totheroh held the same 
views and spoke them from the platform, too. 
He thought Prof. Swing preached a first rate 
pathway to salvation and said so. Then four 
years later the ductor had his little digagree- 
ment and was within one of following Prof. 
Swing out of the church. This was in 1878, 
when at Pittsburg, he espoused the cause of 
John Miller, then expelled for heresy. Short- 
ly afterward a reglution was brought before 
the presbytery to the effect that Dr. Totheroh 
was not living upto the accepted standard 
and that he be tried for heresy. The resolu- 
tion failed by one vote of passing the board. 

Sample Heretical Utterance. 

Since those days Dr. Totheroh has been 
talking heresy in large chunks until at last he 
has become weary of representing a faith he 
does not believe in. One of Dr. Totheroh’s 
latest utterarces of a heretical character was 
delivered before a recent meeting of the Chi- 
cago Presbytery. The subject of the re- 
vision of the confession of faith 
was under discussion, and the 
doctor held up to the derision of his hearers 
that article so much discussed in and out of 
the church. Some of the things he said were 
these : ' 

They are not a feeble minority of the ministers 
and members of the Presbyterian Church who 
desire and who wish themselves to be understood 
as desiring more than that which has been re- 
ported by the Committee on Revision. 
The proposed revision is not satisfactory 
for the reason that it fails to secure the object for 
which revision was instituted, which was especi- 
ally to give us relief from the doctrine of pre- 
destination. This doctrine is superfluous, as is 
evidenced in our practical. attitude towards it. 
We do not preach it; we do not make use of 1t in 
our conversations with men; we are not moved by 
it to\ageressive Christian work. It is in effect 
something that is dead, and it is no better than 
anything else that is dead. And, then, what 
should give force to the plea for the elimination 
of this doctrine is that it is without the slightest 


dation in scriptures. 5 
* was to disentangle our creed from this fear- 
ful and fatalistic doctrine, that reflects on God 
and makes infidels of men, that steps were taken 
to secure a revision of the confession of faith, 
but the result is not obtained.

MUSIC AT THE FAIR. 


The Bohemian concert in Festival Hall yes- 
terday was a memorable event. The presence of 
Antonin Dvorak, as director of his owp composi- 
tions, the rare excellence of the Exposition 
orchestra, and the general festival air of the oc- 
casion combined to make the event memorable. 
The numbers presented were Dvorak's Symphony 
No. 4, in G major, together with three Slavonic 
dances, and an overture My Country, by the 
same composer; Smetana’s overture to his opera 

„The Bartered Bride;“ funeral march from 
Fibich's “The Bride of Messina; a Spanish 
Fandango, by Napravnik; and two composi- 
tions by Hlavac, Entr'acte,“ from the comic 
opera “The Chase, and a Mazurka 
In addition to these instrumental works 
two choral numbers, a Bohemian Chorale,” by 
Bendl. and the Star Spangled Banner,” were 
sung by the United Bohemian 8 rs of Chicago 
under the direction of Prof. Hlavac. The im- 
portance of the concert naturally centered in the 
Dvorak Symphony, a work of rare melodious 
beauty, distinguished by vigor and boldness, be- 
cause of the national spirit infusingit. The 
strength of the work lies chiefly in the closeness 
of the instrumentation, which at no time re 
lies upon glare for effect. It is the strength of 
the artist rather than the strength of the virta- 
ose, and while a eertain amount of brilliancy is 

sacrificed the counterbalancing of effects 
is excellant and truthful. Through- 
out there is the charm of . naturalness. 

Especially beautiful is the opening of the 

„Adagio,“ with its short crescendo passages; the 

bold vigor following, full of longing and im- 

patience; and the cheerfulness of the close, as 
though desire had been attained. The “ Alle 
gretto Grazioso is distinguished by genuine 
grace of theme, and the martial quality of the 
last movement makes a fitting close. The 
Slavonic dances, beautifully played, especially 
the one in E minor, and the overtures, in which 
mobility of effect is obtained by the treatment of 
the simple theme, supplemented the symphony. 
Asaconductor Dr. Dvorak is by no means 
graceful, but in his every movement there is 
meaning. His effects are legitimate and the

Two days’ talk on the subject of propor- 
tional representation at the Suffrage Congress 
crystallized yesterday into the American Pro- 
portional Representation e. The socie-. 
ty started out witha membership of twenty- 
two. William Dudley Foulke of Indiana was 
chosen President and Stoughton Cooley of 
Chicago Secretary and Treasurer. A com- 
mittee of the league drew up a bill embody- 
ing its principles, or a part of them at least, 
to be presented to Congress for passage. Its

If there be a political proph which it 
is safe to make at this time it is that our rep- 
resentative system cannot remain in its pres- 
ent form for another decade if the republic is 
to endure,’’ said W. D. McCracken of Boston, 
and his hearers applauded the sentiment. 

Mr. McCracken. taken Direct Legis- 
lation by the People as his subject. He ad- 
vocated the adoption of the initiative and 
referendum of Switzerland as the best * 
able correotives or 8hé political evils of 
day, Said he: is 

The combination of the. initiative and rofer- 
endum is absolutely fatal to that political evil, 
the lobby. Bribery is too risky when the people 
hold the deciding ballot. The initiative tends to 
specialize aS well as to fortify the work of law- 
making. Every school of thought has the oppor- 
tunity to présent ite arguments; politics are re- 
deemed from the sterile discussion of tweedle- 
dum and tweedledee and become an occupation 
for serious men who. care little for the tricks of 
party bosses and a great deal for the eternal prin- 
ciples of economic, social, and political justice. 

Stoughton Cooley of Chicago followed with 
an argument against the referendum. The 
remedy for political misrepresentation is not 
to be had by taking from the representative 
the responsibility which he now enjoys, but 
in giving to him the responsibility which he 
ought to be clothed with; but the representa- 
tive system must be constructed on the prin- 
ciples exemplified by proportional representa- 
tion. Districts must be abolished and all 
representatives of legislative bodies, whether 
municipal, State, or national, elected on a 
general ticket, apportioning them to the sev- 
eral parties or political bodies in proportion 
to their respective votes. 

Then came a general discussion on the 
merits and demerits of proportional represen- 
tation and the referendum, in which Prof. 
Vincent of Johns Hopkins University, W. H. 
Gove of Boston, Miss Catherine H. Spence of 
Adelaide, Australia, and C. N. Haskins took 
part, They all agreed that proportional rep- 
resentation was necessary, but opinion was 
divided on the referendum.

| GERMAN FINANCE MINISTERS REAOH 


NO OONOLUSION. 


Some Object to a Wine Tax, Others Oppose 
Tax on TobaccomAs a Result Dr. 
Miquel Will Negotiate a Compromise, 
and the Reichstag May Have a Hard 
Time Disposing of the Matter—Russo- 
German Tariff Fight Continues Fiercer 
than Ever—Other Foreign News. 
Brut, Aug. 12.—The Finance committee, 
composed of delegates from the federated 
States, will meet in BeFlin immediately upon 
the completion of the holiday leave in Sep- 


tember of Dr. Miquel, Prussian Minister of Fi-“ 


nance. The semi-official announcement from 
Frankfort that the conférence which was re- 
cently in session there had agreed to the gen- 
eral-principles of the new taxation plan is not 
credited here. In best informed quarters 
quite the contrary is believed. Dr. Miquel, it 
is said, found considerable opposition to each 
leading proposal of the scheme. 

The South German Finance Ministers ob- 
jected to the wine tax while the other Finance 
Ministers opposed the tax on manufactured 
tobacco. Consequently Dr. Miquel will nego- 
tiate a compromise, according to the terms of 
which the wine tax will be dropped, provided 
the duty on tobacco be accepted, thus in- 
creasing the ratio of the value of tobacco. 
The inland excise duty now levied by weight 
will be abolished, thus making free of all re- 
strictions the cultivation of tobacco. 

The proposal of greatest interest to the for- 
eign importer is that providing for a reduc- 
tion of the tariff on imported tobaccos. The 
proposal is made with a view of preventing 
the inferior native products from crushing 
those of superior quality grown abroad out 
of the market. Minister Miquel also desires 
that a tax be placed upon advertisements and 
on matches, besides the imposition of a fur- 
ther tax on boerse transactions. The Reichs- 
tag, it is expected, will burst into flame over 
the proposals touching tobacco, matches, and 
advertisements, 

Commercial Entente Desired, 

Count von Schouvaloff, the Russian Am- 
bassador to Germany, has gone to St. Peters- 
burg to try to counter the anti-German policy 
of Dr. Witte, the Russian Finance Minister. 
Gen. von Werder, the German Ambassador to 
Russia, has been granted an audience by the 
Czar. He was accompanied by Count von 
Schouvaloff, and both of them urged that a 
commercial entente be concluded between 
Russia and Germany. 

It is reported that Dr. Witte, after the inter- 
view, declared to the Czar that he would re- 
sign his office if the tariff war with Germany 
was abandoned without concessions being 
made by Germany. Dr. Witte is strongly 
supported by the Imperial Council and the 
Czar was obliged to give way to him in the 
matter. Thereupon Dr. Witte authorized a 
semi-official announcement by the press yes- 
terday that the Berlin Cabinet would be forced 
to accept the Russian conditions before a com- 
mercial entente could be obtained. 

The latest developments of the struggle 
thus justify the o warnings issued here 
to the public not to trust the reports that a 
settlement of the tariff troubles was close at 


nd.

Watching the American Congress. 


The proceedings of the American Congress 
are watched with keen interest here. Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s message gave Boerse oper- 
atortz in this city and elsewhere in Germany 
the impression that silver was doomed, and 
this caused a heavy drop in the values of Mex- 
ican securities. There was intense and gen- 
eral uneasiness over the commercial situation 
in America. The apparent strength 
of the silver men in Washington, coupled with 
the rise in the price of silver, led to a reaction 
of opinion, and Mexican securities have re- 
covered three points since Thursday, even 
though it is asserted that agents in Mexico of 
the Bliechroeders, the well-known German 
bankers. have information of an intended re- 
duction in the rate of interest now paid on 
Mexican bonds. 

The advance by the Reichbank of its dis- 
count rate of 5 per cent means determination 
to prevent a drain of gold from Germany. 
Inquiries for gold from Australia assisted to 
hasten the decision of the Reichbank to raise 
its discount rate. If a demand for gold 
through an international bank shows a 
marked increase, the Reichbank will again 
raise its discount rate. 

Catholics Are Excited. 


The pro visit in September of Cardi- 
nal ochowski, Prefect of the Congregation 
of the Propaganda Fide to Berlin — Posen, 
the first time he will have visited those cities 
since he was exiled in 1873, is exciting all 
Catholic Germany. The Cardinal wants 
the quietest kind of a reception. but 
the Prussian Catholics are determined to give 
him a great one. The authorities at Posen 
and Gnesen, thirty miles from Posen, are 
preparing a series of fétes to be held in his 

onor. All the fétes are sanctioned by the 
government. Emperor William will enter- 
tain the Cardinal during his stay in Berlin.

PROSPECT THAT MONEY WILL HOLD OUT 


Ald, Madden Thinks January Will See a 
Surplus in City Treasury, 

Instead of running way behind in its ap- 
propriations and having to reduce salaries or 
the present working forces Ald. Madden, 
Chairman of the Council Committee on 
Finance, thinks the city will make a saving 
over the estimated expenses for the year. For 
several days the Controller has been under 
the impression that the city revenue would be 
greatly decreased this fall on account of the 
non-payment of taxesand becauseof a falling- 
off in a number of saloons which began busi- 
ness at the first of the year. On the basis of 
a statement made by a brewer he estimated 
the number of saloons which would go out of 
business this fall at from 700 to 1,000. At 
the latter figure this means a decrease of 
$375,000. This report set the Chairman of 
the Finance committee to investigating. 

** The result of my investigation so far,“ he 
said, yesterday, convinces me that the de- 
partments of the city government instead of 
showing a deficit at nd of the year will 
‘show a saving of from $50,000 to $100,000 
ip each department, that too without any de- 
crease of salaries or forces, I have examined 
‘the condition of the Police Department and 
believe there will be there a saving of at least 
$50,000 and perhaps $100,000. In the Fire 
Department from $30,000 to 860.000 will 
be saved. In other departments I think there 
‘will be good balances at the end of the year. 
The statement of the condition of the differ- 
ent funds recently made by the Con- 
troller and showing that for the first 
six months more than half of the ap- 
propriations were expended is encouraging 
rather than discouraging. The expenses have 
‘been heavier than they will be from now on, 
and if nearly half of the funds remain there 
will certainly be good balances when the end 
of the year is 2 I have cautioned the 
heads of all the departments to make as great 
1 as possible in order that we may have 
a fu to meet any possible contingency, 
though I do not look for any to arise.“

‘New Yonx, Aug. 12,—[Special.]—Wall 
street has had a hard — A determined 
contest has gone on between the speculative 
factions, and so far as immediate quotations 
are concerned the bulls have somewhat the 
best of it. They have rallied aggressively in 
many quarters and their work has been ekill- 
ful enough to accomplish @ good deal for 
them. The bear contingent is still confident 
that financial affairs are far from being cured, 
and at every opportunity during the week 
they sailed into the market. It looks as if 
most of the big short interest which last week 
had become so large as to be. unwieldy has 
been wiped out. It is probable that not ten 
shares are short now wherea thousand were 
then. The small bear traders have been 
squeezed or scared into covering; the bigger 
bears were probably out of the way before the 
little ones began to scatter. 

The bull points are that Congress is going 
to do something for the relief of financial af- 
fairs right away; that the immense importa- 
tion of gold from Europe will keep up and 
that this gold, when here, will remain here; 
that the railways are practicing economies 
and that net earnings are going to be larger 
proportionately than ever before; that Europe 
will be obliged to buy by wholesale our grain 
and produce; that Burope, moreover, must 
be attracted into our Investment circles, be- 
cause quotations are lower than Europe has 
seen them before; that our own rich men are 
making similar purchases on an enormous 
scale; that the scare among people Who have 
money and have been hoarding it is now prac- 
tically over; and, finally, that confidence is 
being everywhere restored. 

Upon these theories some of the more im- 
portant traders have gone over to the bull 
side and have become heavy buyers of stocks. 
It is improbable that they have sold much of 
what they purchased. Rumor has it that some 
of the millionaire interests have put vast 
sums of money at the disposal of James R. 
Keene and other operators on the bull side. 
The bull belief is that it will soon be as fash- 
ionable to buy as lately it has been to sell. 


Bears Do Not Agree. 


The bears meanwhile insist that the bulls 
are grasping at straws, that the gold importa- 
tion is only a temporary movement, and that 
the yellow metal will soon be on shipboard 
going back to London and Paris. The 
whole country has for months been in financial 
distress, they say, and such troubles as have 
been suffered cannot -be cured off-hand. 
Europe may have to buy our produce, but it 
will be at prices which will not net us any- 
thing. Itis not a bull point, say the bears, 
when our farmers have to take 50 cents a 
bushel for their wheat. 

The bears believe, too, that a good many 
sore spots have not been uncovered. The 
worst is over, they think, so far as concerns 
the banking interests, but in the commercial 
and industrial world they expect the pinch to 
be much more severe, Free and easy talk is 
already heard concerning receivership plans 
for some of the biggest corporations in the 
East. The fact that so many people are out 
of work is a point which the bear contingent 
makes a good deal of, though they lay more 
stress on the conditions of the money mar- 
ket. The fact that the New York banks have 
lifted their rates on out of town loans to 12 
per cent appeals to the bears as significant of 
a serious situation in banking circles They 
insist that many millions, some place it as 
high as $30,000,000, of rediscounts will fall 
due here the latter part of this month, most 
of this being for Western and Southern cus- 
tomers who carried over early in the summer. 

It is thus to be seen that substantial differ- 
ences of view exist among the ry 1 peo- 
ple in Wall street. That sort of t — is what 
makes trading. At every bod ag nobody 
could make much money in Wall street. Two 
local bank failures here have rather upset the 
calculations of people whe have been insisting 
right along that so far as New York banks are 
concerned everything is at ease. The failure 
of the Madison Square Bank came as a sur- 
prise to the street, and the laying down 
today of the Commercial Bank over in 
Brooklyn was also wholly unexpected. 
Both are comparatively small banks, but both 
reach out in a good many directions. It is not 
impossible that before the Madison Square 
incident gets out of the arg surprising 
details may come to the front. It is intimat- 
ed that the Clearimg- House Association acted 
toward this bank in a manner which might be 
politely called 7 The Madison Square 
was one of New York State’s depositories and 
the failure may lead to somewhat more careful 
scrutiny of banks which happen to have been 
chosen to carry State funds. It need not be 
surprising if considerable bank history here- 
abouts is made next week, 

Gold Imports Will Continue, 


Gold importations and the premium on cur- 
rency are the two th which have had most 
attention in the street lately. There are some 
signs that the currency premium may abate 
somewhat, but bankers insist that the gold 
movement now under way likely to con- 
tinue indefinitely and run into enormons pro- 

rtions. If this be true there is cheerfulness 
in it. It will require, however, some time to 
test the correctness of sucha theory. The one 
thing certain is that foreign interests will put 
every possible obstacle in the way of the ship- 
ments of gold from Europe here. The Bank 
of England rate wentup this week to 4 per 
cent, the highest point it has touched in a long 
while, and unless some — gee develop- 


ment interferes the rate will 06 rated as 
high as 6 per cent the coming week. 
We hear continually that the seare period of 


this crisis has gone by, but it doesn’t require 
much observation of current life in Wall 
street to upset that cheerful theory, People 
who have been hoarding money may be get- 
ting to a point where they are inclined to re- 
lease it, but despite all the noise made on that 
score this currency hoarding is not the cmef 
of Wall street’s troubles. e most oppres- 
sive fact now is, not that people are taking 
money out of circulation, but that they 
have become skeptical and suspicious 
of everybody's financial strength and 
integrity. Illustrative of this is the circum- 
stance hat money has this week been lent on 
the Stock Exchange to millionaire houses 
without interest by ple who have become 
so uneasy that they have been really afraid to 
make their regular bank deposits,

Commissioner Reynolds Investigates Tene- 
ment-Houses on Ewing Street. 


Health Commissioner Reynolds has begun 
an investigation of the sanitary condition of 
the lodging houses in the city. At the first 
step he found the conditions appalling. The 
work was begun Friday and yesterday M. G. 
O’Connell, the inspector detailed to the work, 


made the following report: 

In compliance with your request to investigate 
the number of occupants in houses at 
Nos. 127, 129, 186, and 189 Ewing street I ro- 
spectfully report as follows: At Nos. 127 and 129 
I found twelve apartments of four rooms each. 
Each apartment rented to families, 
family having from four to ten men boarders. I 
find in these rooms, which are 8x10 each, three 
beds each. I find sinks in each of the sleeping- 
rooms with apen joints. In each kitchen are two 
stoves, one for the eda and one for the room- 


ers. Under the beds | find fruit, watermelons, 
etc., kept there during the night and until the 
peddlers get ready to offer it for sale on the 
streets. A rough estimate of the people in the 
rooms is 200. o premises are ren out to 
one Mike Bonnonno, who in turn relets the rooms 
to the occupants all furnished. I served these 
men with twenty-four hours notice to remove all 
exten See and put the premises in good sanitary 
condition.

ton Among Boston Stockholders 

Out of the closely knit folds of the General 
Electric company, with its capital of $50,- 
1000, come rumors of internal friction, 
which may result in the retirement of the 
present Prosident of the company, O. A. 
Coffin of Boston. 

The story involves the history of the forma- 
tion of the great electric trust, resulting from 
the consolidation of the Thomson-Houston 
and the United Edison companies. The ne- 
gotiations which resulted in that consolida- 
tion and the terms upon which it was con- 
summated have never been officially made 
public. It has always been the opinion of 
electrical men, however, that the consolida- 
at practically amounted to the absorption 

of the Edison company by the Thamson- 
Houston company. It is certain the Thom- 
son-Houston people secured the controlling 
voice in the affairs of the general company, 
for when its officers were elected they were in 
almost every case men who had been high in 
the councils of the Thomsen-Heuston com- 
pany. At the same time most of the im- 
nt officers of the old United Edison 
company were turned out into the cold. To 
C. A. Coffin of Boston, the President of the 
old Thomson-Houston company, electrical 
men give the credit for planning and carrying 
out the formation of the General Electric 
company, of which he is President. 

After the General company was ve 
something less than two years its stock, 
even at the capitalization of 0,000,000, 
grew steadily stronger until, just before the 
recent slump in industrials, it was selling at 
120. Then came the drop all along the line, 
General Electric falling with the rest until it 
touched 80. Two weeks ago the directors of 
the General Electric company held a meeting. 
Almost immediately thereafter the rumor be- 
came current that the friction — the 
Thonison- Houston and Edison people for the 
control of the company had developed con- 
2 heat. It was reported Presi- 
dent had sold a large part of his hold- 
A of General Electric stock and — du- 
lly working out of the com Xt the 
same time the report was sprea that Eastern 
stockholders were dissatisfied at the worki 
of the General company and that in thelr 
opinion the expense account as shown by 
the balance sheet waslarger than conservative 
business principlea would dictate. In this 
connection E. H. Johnson, late President of 
the United Edison I ny is mentioned as 
likely to succeed M n m case of the 
latter’s retirement from the presidency of the 
General Electric company. Mr. Johnson is 
now the President of the Interior Conduit 
company of New York, ha left the Edison 
company when the Genera ‘company was 
formed, Upon him, it is said, the Edison in. 
ny in the General company have united 

and they will attempt to force his election as 
President. 

By far the larger part of the stock of the 
General Electric company is own- 
ed in Boston and vicinity and 
no investment holders of the security could 
be found in Chicago yesterday. Among elec- 
trical men the story was given credence, 

As evidencing the truth of the claim that 
President Coffin of the General Electric or 
some other large inside holder is disposing of 
his stock the recent erratic movement of the 
security in Wall street is pomted out. The 
stock has always paid 12 per cent, When the 
fall incident to the recent panic was well 
under way and General Electric had reached 
65 the directors 2 the regular 12 per 
cent di t was paid. In spite of 
this good showing, however, and in the face of 
it, huge blocks o * stock were thrown on 
the market, and me pease was broken day aft- 
er day, until one k of 500 shares was 
At the time it was charged that 
one of the interests in the company was at 
work trying to freeze out“ the other. Since 
then there has been a rise of from 12 to 15 
points in the stock, though it is still evident 
that a ficht wit within the company is on.

by day as the battle of tariffs goes on. 

They say Poland is seething afresh with ex- 
eitement at the notion that something is 
imminent. These dispatches have for a long 
time been laying stress on William’s policy 
of fostering the Polish nationality and con- 
ciliating Polish aspirations. This constitutes 
perhaps the most signiticant, certainly most 
striking of his departures from the old Bis- 
marckian path. There is now at hand a high- 
ly spectacular episode in this direction. 

Cardinal Milceslaus Ledochowski, whom 
Bismarck immured in the fortress dungeon 
of Ostrovo and then expelled from Germany 
seventeen years ago as the chief victim of the 
Kulturkampf, is now to. return ona visit to 
Prussia and Poland as the guest of the Ger- 
man Emperor. Vast preparations are mak- 
ing for popular demonstrations at Posen and 
throughout his former archdiocese. He is to 
celebrate mass at the shrine of St. Adelbert 
in the ancient cathedral at Gnesen 
amid such a gathering of Poles as 
has not been seen anywhere since 1863. 
Officiais in Russian Poland are vigilantly 
blacklisting the Polish noblemen and leaders 
suspected of an intention of crossing the | 
frontier to participate in these festivities. and 
ever since the visit was announced Warsaw 
has been under an even more terrible burden 
of despotic martial law than before. Ledoch- 
owski was a strong, handsome, middle- 
aged map when banished’ as a traitor from 
Germany. He returnes now as the féted im- 
perial guest a white-haired septuagenarian 
prefect of the propaganda of all the politi- 
cians at the Vatican. His visit deserves to be 
noted among the most momentous events of 


the year. ( 
Panama Scandal Again. 

French politics have gone back with a slump 
into the Panama mire. All that huzzaing 
and bell-ringing furor about Siam was of no 
avail. The left bank of the Mekong could 
hardly hold its own for a brief forty-eight 
hours against interest in the trial of Clemen- 
ceau’s traducers. Admiral Humann has sunk 
into nothingness by comparison with the new 
romance of the vanishing Arton. There is 
more Panama to the square inch in the elec- 
toral campaign throughout France today 
than ever. It is easy enough to rec- 
ognize the failure of attempts to di- 
vert the public from this issue. But 
beyond that speculation is all at sea. Nobody 
pretends to predict what the publie will do 
with struggles in constituencies so largely 
personal, There is such a multiplicity of iso- 
lated politicians or small groups fighting for 
their own hands that no one is able to deduce 
anything moral from the obscure and con- 
fused squabble. What seems most likely to 
happen is the worst that could happen—name- 
ly: that Pribot, Rouvier, Burdeau, Floquet, 
and all the other fly blown old Panama hacks 
will be returned, and that the new Chamber 
will not differ specially from the old. 

“india for Indians.” 

I quoted last week Lord Roberts’ striking 
figure of India for the Indians,“ as a liber- 
ated menagerie, with the tiger Mohammedan 
walking over the corpses of the rest. Bombay 
gives a savage and realistic picture of what he 
hadin mind. If it were not for the English 
cannor, posted so as to sweep the chief streets 
of the native quaréer and for English troops 
under arms massed in the centers of the 
town, the whole commercial metropolis of 
India would be in flames and rapine 
today at the mercy. of barbaric mobs. 
It is worth noting that, although 
the Mohammedar minority is smaller pro- 
portionately than in former years, it seems to 
grow fiercer and more daring yearly, while 
the big wling Hindoo majority, which 
furnishes all the imitations of English speech 
and manner:, grows increasingly unable to 
defend itself. These present riots are the 
worst that ever Bombay has known, and al- 
though no real trouble is looked for there 
will undoubtedly be a rough and bloody week 
of it before quiet is restored. 

Bad for Philanthropists. 

This Bombay emeute comes in a bad time 
for the philanthropic friends of India, who 
were already in deep discouragement over the 
change in British public opinion which has 
been setting in against a further loosing of the 
reins in India for atwelve month and has 
been specially marked since Roberts’ return. 
But they may offset against this a quite im- 
portant victory the protection of the Aborigi- 
nese Society has won with regard to Zululand. 
Miss Colenso has been iri England three years 
laboring to have Osborn, who has 
been Resident Commissioner since 1885, 
removed. She ascribes to him a 
policy of exasperation and injustice which 
has kept the zealous hostile and retarded the 
pacification of the country. She sailed Thurs- 
day for home, having finally obtained Os- 
born’s dismissal and the appointment for a 
year of Sir Marshall Clarke as Special Com- 
missioner to examine the colony, do justice 
to the Zulu chiefs, and generally set matters 
straight. Clarke is a skilled administrator 
and worked wonders in Basutoland and his 
mission will probably settle forever the vexed 
questions which have so long disturbed Zulu- 


land. 
March of Cholera. 

The news that the cholera has burst its way 
in force over the Austrian and Roumanian 
frontiers is no surprise. The only marvel has 
. been that it was kept so long within its Rus- 
sian bounds. There seems to bea great panic 
in Hungary, stretching even to Buda Pesth, 
and stories are rife of railway barricades and 
hastily improvised quarantine cordons 
throughout the Banat. This same section had 
a good deal of cholera last autumn and early 
winter and behaved with much calmness. 
But the appearance of the pest while the heat- 
ed term is still on is a different matter. 
Both on the Lower Danube and in Naples the 
grip of the epidemic is steadily increasing, 
and it looks as if in another fortnight the 
plague would be sweeping northward and 
westward from a dozen different points. 
There continue to be sporadic cases at vari- 
ous English seaports, notably Grimsby. But 
they frighten nobody, and there is entire con- 
fidence that the epidemic will be held at arm’s 
length throughout the year. 

Roman Kemains in Berkshire. 

A remarkably promising find of Roman re- 
mains is reported froma riverside farm in 
Berkshire, just across the Thames from - Dor- 
chester. There are sixty acres of tumuli and 
raised ground, evidently covering a whole 
antique settlement. Among other things they 
contain a large building of basilican form. 
Only a few small shafts have been sunk thus 
far, but as soon as harvest is over excavations 
will be begun. A curious incident is 
that the existence of these extensive 
remains was suggested to the owner 
by the fact that, while the drought devastated 
his crops elsewhere, they grew with extreme 
fertility and richness just here. Being of an 
inquiring turn of mind he dug in to find the 
reason and discovered a Roman well and a 
lot of funeral pottery, etc. The theory is that 
the lime and other decomposed building ma- 
terials of ancient occupation had specially en- 
riched the soil overhead, a fact which only 
this unheard of drought made obvious,

THEY DECLINE TO YIELD A SINGLE 
POINT TO GLADSTONE. 


Whatever Is Gained Must Be by the Prime 


Minister’s Own Skill—Ralfour Ready to 
Enter Into an Entente on the Question 
of Redistributing Seats for the Irish, 
but He Is Fettered by the Tories=Mem- 
bers of Parliament Give Up Sport for 
Work. | 

Lonpon, Aug. 12.—That the government is 
to obtain no concession whatever from the 
Unionists has been evidenced during the last 
week, and whatever success attends Mr. Glad- 
stone’s policy will be due entirely to his own 
akill as a parliamentarian and not to any 
yielding on the part of his political enemies. 

Last evening the Prime Minister had a pri- 
vate friendly talk with the Rt.-Hon. A. J. 
Balfour, the Conservative leader in the House 
of Commons, with a view to arriving at an 
2ntente in regard to the redistribution of the 
seats to be filled by the Irish in the Imperial 
Parliament when the home rule bill shall 
have become a law. Mr. Balfour was open to 
an arrangement of the vexed question, but he 
could do nothing, as the Irish Unionists re- 
fused to listen to any argument whatsoever in 
favor ef the proposition and this attitude 
compelled the cessation of the negotiations. 

The Conservative leaders have caused the 
rank and file of that party to be sounded 
through its whips on the question of abandon- 
ing the policy of obstruction upon the esti- 
mates. Here also the leaders, who desire to 
bring the session to a close, were balked by 
the savage temper of their followers, who are 
opposed to everything that savors of a truce 
with the government. War a outrance is 
the dominant spirit of the Unionists. The 
spirit is shared in if not inspired by Joseph 
Chamberlain, the erstwhile friend and polit- 
ical lieutenant of Mr. Gladstone. Mr. Cham- 
berlain held aloof from Mr. Balfour’s com- 
munications with the government, which had 
the sanction of the Rt.-Hon. G. J. Goschen, 
formerly Chancellor of the Exchequer, and 
the Rt.-Hon. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, form- 
erly President of the Board of Trade, whose 
voice was always listened to in the councils of 
the Conservative party. 

Tories’ Deep Feeling. 

The depth of the feeling of the Conserva- 
tives against the home rule bill is attested by 
the fact that few of them are paired with Lib- 
eral members for the shooting season, which 
opens today. Never during the most critical 
periods of past Parliaments have the Conser- 
vative whips found the representative mem- 
bers of the party willing to surr2nder sport 
for work.

It is expected in official circies that the 
home rule bill will be sent up to the House of 
Lords Aug. 24. Notwithstanding the action 
taken tast Wednesday by the Parnellite con- 
vention in Dublin, denouncing the measure 
and declaring it would not be accepted by the 
people of Ireland, John E. Redmond, who 
presided at the convention, promises that the 
Parnellites will vote for the bill when it 
comes up on its third reading in the House of 
Commons. It is estimated that the govern- 
ment’s final majority will be thirty-six. 

The debate on the measure in the House of 
Lords will occupy a fortnight, during which 
time the government will proceed with the 
vote on supply. If the Unionists carry out 
their threats to obstruct the estimates in 
every possible way the closure will be 
applied to each block of the estimates. 
This will be contrary to precedent, 
but the government has decided that it will be 
better to establish a precedent than to submit 
to the tactics of the opposition, whose only 
political object is to wreck the government. 

A small group of Peers, headed by Lord 
Dunsany, who isa representative Peer for 
Ireland, recently suggested that Lord Salis- 
bury have the home rule bill read twice in the 
House of Lords, with a view of having it 
reach the committee stage, when they propose 
the measure shall be reduced to a mere local 
government bill. Lord Salisbury approved 
of this proposal asa matter of tactics, but 


tinding the greatest number of Peers were re- 


luctant to in any way sanction the detested 
project of the Liberals, the proposal was 


dropped. 
Discussions of Silver. 

According to the Pall Mall Gazette the bill 
introduced in the American Congress yester- 
day by Mr. Wilson providing for the uncondi- 
tional repeal of the purchase claude of the 
Sherman act is a sound measure of reform. 
Most of the newspapers here do not venture 
to make any criticisms on the bill. They 
simply reécho the American predictions ca- 
bled here that the silverites will prevent the 
repeal of the Sherman law. The growth of 
this impression has assisted in strengthening 
silver during the week. 

A surprising feature of the situation has 
been the steadily increasing demand for the 
metal for India with the obvious shortness of 
supplies both here and in the United States. 
Some dealers allege that the stocks were so 
cleared out on the fall in value when the 
Indian mints were closed to free coinage that 
the demand now drains the supplies. Other 
dealers attribute the curious state of the mar- 
ket to American manipulation. 

Connected with the currency debate is a re- 
port that has excited considerable discussion. 
This report was to the effect that negotiations 
had been commenced by Great Britain and 
the United States looking to the reopening of 
the Indian mints with the adoption of the 
free coinage at a fixed ratio of 1 to 24. The 
Statist gives the report an authoritative denial, 
while the bimetallist organs say they believe 
it has a basis in truth. 

The Earl of Kimberly, Secretary of State 
for India, in speaking to a deputation of the 
Anglo-Indian civil service a few days since 
made an important declaration. The govern- 
ment, he said, had not stereotyped the value 
of the rupee at Is 4d. It was open to the gov- 
ernment to fix it at a higher rate. In discuss- 
ing this statement the bimetallist organs 
point out that the Indian Government pro- 
posed to fix the rupee value at 1s 6d, approxi- 
mate to the ratio of 1 to 20, to which it is 
argued the American Government might 
more readily agree than to the ratio of 1 to 
24. The Indian Council has again failed this 
week to sell its drafts. Within the last six 
weeks the Council has not sold £1,000 worth 
of its bills.

MINISTER BLOUNT CHANGES FRONT. 


Becomes More Cordial to Hawaiian Pro- 
visionel Government- Russia Interested, 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 12.—Advices 
from Honolulu report the political situation 
as quiet. Minister Blount’s attitude toward 
the provisional government has been es- 
pecially cordial and friendly for a month. 
The financial statements of 
Damon have had a large share in restoring 
financial confidenee in the government. A 
still more important influence, however, has 
been the pleasant attitude of Minister Blount 
and the great abatement in the hopeful ex- 
pressions of the royalists Bince the departure 
of Nordhoff and Spreckels, : 

Count Constantine Popoff, high in the Rus- 
sian service and lately Russian Consul-Gen- 
eral at Shanghai, recently spent two weeks in 
Honolulu. It has begun to be surmised that 
his visit was not merely that of a tourist, but 
was for personal observation of the political 
situation with a view to a possible 
Russian occupation of Hawaii. The Count is 
known to have actual official interests in the 
development of Eastern Siberia. In this con- 
nection it is a significant fact that at the cor- 
onation of the present Ozar the Embassy from 
Hawaii was given precedence over those from 
Greece and Bulgaria and that the Prime 
Minister endeavored to imress upon the 
Secretary of the Legation that Hawaii 
should be slow in making the concession 
of Pearl Harbor, which, he pointed out,would 
soon be worth not less than $10,000,000. Such 
an estimate of its value could be based only 
upon his expevtation of a strong future com- 
petition for its occupancy, and his interest 
evinced a clear sense of the importance to 
Russia of a part in such competition. 

With reference to recent predictions the 
people on the other islands will refuse to pay 
taxes, nothing can be heard here of such a dis- 
position on their part and the taxes are com- 
ing in promptly from all sections.

MURDER OF SWEDISH MISSIONARIES. 


Remains Mutilated and Allowed to Re- 
main in a Field Three Days. 

San Franotsoo, Cal., Aug. 12.—The steam- 
er City of New York brings details of the 
murder of Swedish missionaries Wikoholm 
and Johannsen, which was briefly mentioned 
in Hongkong dispatches early last month. 
The missionaries were at Sanghpu, about six- 
ty miles from Hankow, and the riot which 
resulted in their murder seems to have been 
originated and put through in the usual way. 
First, many false rumors were set afloat ard 
occasional placards posted’ of the old eye- 
gouging and heart-digging character. Then 
when all was ready the matter was finished off 
by a band of men evidently detailed for the 
purpose, and run according to a prearranged 
plan. The real root of it is to be found in the 
unsatisfactory understanding between the na- 
tive officials and foreigners as to their right 
of residing in the interior. The missionaries 
believe they have this right, and the native 
authorities act as if they considered the foreign- 
ers have such right. After the mission- 
aries were attacked by the mob and killed, 
their bodies were terribly mutilated. The 
native authorities failed to take the slightest 
notice of the matter further than refusing to 
allow any one to remove the bodies, 
which lay, where they fell for several 
days, when the foreign Consuls 
succeeded in having the authorities relent. 
The bodies were thereupon brought to Han- 
kow, where the funeral took place. It was the 
largest ever seen in Hankow. There were 
strong detachments from each of the three 
gunboats in port, and nearly all the residents 
in the place followed the remains to the grave. 


OVER TWO THOUSAND CANDIDATES. 


But There Is Little Interest in the Coming 
French Elections. 

Paris, Aug. 12.—The candidates who will 
present themselves fur election to the Cham- 
ber of Deputies Aug. 20 number over 2,000. 
The Chamber consists of 584 Deputies. 
Many of the candidates are “ faddists,” and 
their candidature is not serious. The coming 
elections excite small interest. For 
the first time during the existence of the 
republic there is no question as to 
the form of government. Whatever interest 
there is is centered in M. Clemenceau’s con- 
test in Var and C. M. Floquet’s contest 
in the Eleventh Arrondissement of 
Paris. M.Clemenceau has good prospects 
of being returned, but M. Floquet’s election 
is uncertain owing to his connection with the 
Panama Canal scandal. A forecast made of 
the composition of the new Chamber places it 
as follows: Government Republicans and 
Moderates, 320; Radicals, 80; Socialists, 41; 
Conservative Republicans, 60; Monarchists 
and Independents, 80; scattering, 3.

Dr. Miquel, Prussia’s Minister of Finance 

and the President of the conference says that 

without it the-Reichstag could hardly be in- 
duced to adopt any other tax. The new tax 
will amount as a whole to less than two marks 

a year per capita. A serious question which 

faced the Finance Ministers was a reform in 

the financial status. Nodoubt there was an 
exceedingly lively discussion, but the deliber- 
ations were kept absolutely secret. 

Prince Henry Decorated. 

Emperor William has conferred upon 
Prince Henry of Prussia the Cross of Dis- 
tinguished Service because of his behavior at 
the time of the explosion of the warship 
Baden. Prince Henry, who was on the 
bridge. narrowly escaped injury himself, but 
not losing his presence of mind he collected 
with his own hands pieces of flesh torn from 
victims of the accident, helped carry away the 
wounded, and did not rest until every sufferer 
had been suitably cared for. The Distin- 
guished Service Cross is usually conferred 
upon men who have served many years and a 
royal Prince seldom deserves or gets it. 

Caprivi’s Health Improves. 

Chancellor von Caprivi's health has improved 
so much that Tuesday for the first time he 
took a walk of an hour and a half in the Thier- 
garten. He was accompanied by his aide. 
Maj. Ebmayer. The Chancellor will disobey 
his doctor by attending the military maneu- 
vers and not going to Carlsbad until after- 
wards. The miniature fortress at Potsdam, 
which is nearing completion, is said to be a 
gift from Cannonmaker Krupp it the 
Emperor and will be formally ‘presented 
immediately on the latter’s return to the 
new palace. The model, report has it, solves 
the problem of an impregnable fortress. Its 
communication with the outside world is 
through subterranean passages. There area 
number of revolving steel towers which can 
shoot out of the ground and after the guns 
have been fired disappear. The fortress is 
guarded day and night by soldiers, who pre- 
vént anyone approaching within viewing dis- 
tance, as the Emperor wishes to keep its con- 
struction a secret for the present. 

Decorations Their Reward. 

There is no truth in the report that the title 
of Count was offered to Koscielski, the Polish 
leader in the Reichstag, consequently it was 
not refused by him. The wildest rumors as to 
the rewards showered upon the Polish Dep- 
uties by the Emperor found ready belief, but 
Aide from decoration no other distinction 
was offered or refused.

French Elections, Socialist Congress, and 
Tariff War the Exciting Causes.

Paris, Aug. 12.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett. — European politics, 
in spite of the dullness which exists every- 
where, are dominated by three events of cap- 
ital importance. 

The first is the French general parliament- 
ary elections, which take place Aug. 20. So 
far no troubles have occurred anywhere, and 
all the indications are that the electoral 
period will pass quietly. The results of the 
elections will in no way change the political 
situation of the country, as the same men 
who satin the last Parliament will for the 
most part be returned, for it is certain that 
the scandals we have recently gone through 
have produced no effect upon the mass of the 
people, and have only had the effect of in- 
creasing the circulation of the newspapers. 

The second political event of importance 
is the International Socialist Congress at Zu- 
rich. The public is also beginning to lose all 
interest in this gathermg. The Socialists 
there assem bled have pronounced 
many high-sounding phrases, but 
they have come to no resolution. 
They occupied three sittings in discussing 
whether the seats on the platform of the hall 
indicated that those who occupied them had 
any superiority of rank over those who filled 
the seats in the body of the hall. It seems to 
me that it will be difficult to make any re- 
forms in the old order of things by means of 
such child’s play. 

The third event to which I alluded is the 
aggravated form assumed oy the rupt- 
ure of the commercial relations be- 
tween Germany and Russia. Author- 
ized information permits the asser- 
tion that this rupture was expressly willed 
by the Czar, and that it took place in spite of 
ail the efforts of the Kaiser, who cannot give 
up his belief that he can overcome the disin- 
clination of the Russian Emperor. 
is going to Fredensborg in order to make a 
last effort to win over Alexander, and he is 
ready to prove that he is willing to go the last 
limits of possible concessions in order to 
accomplish this end. According to what offi- 
cial German personages say the Kaiser, if 
he fails, will be pitiless and with all the 
ardor of his temperament he will turn on 
Russia.

sequence of the impressions made upon the 
careful observer at the World’s Fair is the 
conclusion that most of this country, and es- 
pecially a majority of the Eastern press, owes 
Chicago a broad apology. From the day that 
city obtained the approval by Congress of her 
claim as the site of the Columbian Exposition 
up to a very recent date Chicago has been the 
subject of merciless criticism and of a class 
of ridicule in which hostility was the most 
evident ingredient. Hundreds of newspapers, 


among them scores of the strongest Eastern : 


dailies, held their sides with merriment over the 
exquisite humor of the idea of this crude, up- 
start, pork-packing city undertaking to con- 
ceive and carry outa true World's Fair, one 
fit to follow the great similar achievements of 
the Old World nations, and tu be an ne wen 
embodiment by this great nation of the 
ideas which gave birth to the enterprise. 
Much of the sneering had at least the merit of 
enuineness, for, aside from the bitterness 
elt by various cities at their defeat by Chica- 
o, there was much sincere incredulity of her 
ability to rise to an occasion so remote from 
her habits and experience. Within a compar- 
atively few weeks the journalistic carpers have 
desisted from their flings. but in comparative- 
ly few instances have they as yet made the 
amende honorable which is the due of the 
community which has been so traduced. 

For the tacts may as well be recognized and 
plainly stated. Chicago has disappointed her 
enem es and astonished the world. She has 
laid out and carried out the most magnificent 
and truly international Exposition ever made; 
one that surpasses Paris and Vienna by al- 
most as much as it does Philadelphia and 
London, and has madea record in this line 
which it will take many generations, if not 
centuries, to break. The financiai part of the 
work. was enormous, but to me it seems trif- 
ling beside the engineering, executive, and 
artistic achievements. How it was possible, 
even with unlimited men and unlimited 
money, to reclaim that enormous waste; to 
design, contract for, and build those 190 
acres of palaces; to obtain, transport. and in- 
stall some couple of hundred million doilars’ 
worth of exhibits, including everything from 
everywhere, and all within a little over two 
years, is something which I find my mind 
unable to grasp, even with facts and figures 
and the great work itself before me. 

It is true enough that they were not all Chi- 
cago men who did this work, but they were 
Chicago men who laid the brains of this coun- 
try under contribution and whose indomita- 
ble energy was the steam which actuated the 
vast machinery of constrution from begin- 
ning to end. t us make another admission 
—namely: that it is fortunate for this — 
try that Chicago sought and obtained the jo job 
Certainly no other city excepting New ¥ York 
could have approached the result it has ob- 
‘tained, and I have met but few New-Yorkers 
who do not agree with me that even if New 
York could have produced a comparable re- 
sult it would not have done so. So far as 1

in Chicago again, I naturally dropped in at 
his business office in the * uilding to 
congratulate him on what he had done, and 
to have one of those three-minute chats which 
I knew by experience are best liked by busy 
men. In the course of our talk about the 
Fair Iasked Mr. Burnham if he thought 
there was a chance of the present Exposition 
being eclipsed by future similar affairs, “ I 
think not, he replied. This Fair is the 
result of a conjunction of forces and circum- 
stances new to history, and of which it 
is doubtful whether the world will see a repe- 
tition in another 400 years. Here we ha 
young nation, vigorous, rich, and ambitious, 
at the very height of a period of extreme pros- 
perity. We had a city which had surpassed 


all records in its growth to wealth and to the |

NO CANADIAN NEED ASPIRE. 


No Native of the Dominion Ever Appointed 
Governor-General. 

Orrawa, Ont., Aug. 10.—Maj.-Gen. Alex- 
ander Montgomery Moore, commander of the 
British regular forces in Canada, has issued a 
proclamation announcing that, owing to the 
absence of the Governor-General, he has as- 
sumed duty as administrator of the govern- 
ment of the Dominion. He adheres to the old 
form used by new Kings and Queens of ancient 
times when asCending the throne, and directs 
all. her Majesty’s subjects to remain at their 
respective occupations, as if nothing had hap- 
pened, and likewise commands that “ all and 
singular her Majesty's officers and Ministers 
in the Dominion of Canada do continue in 
the execution of their several and respective 
offices, and emoluments.“ 

In view of the fact that Gen. Moore is quite

makers, working at Chenoa, that the said pro- 
fessionals will be by them paid $700, The 
rainfall was far from being limited to the 
neighborhood of Bloomington. It extended 
all over Southern Illinois and Southern 
Indiana, and visited portions of Kentucky and 
Missouri, blessing something like a hundred 
counties in all with welcome moisture, besides 
bringing a few dropsto this city Friday night. 
That makes about $7 per county, which must 
be regarded as decidedly cheap, provided the 
money were earned at all. On the latter point 
there is at least room for grave doubt, and 
most thinking people will suppose the balance 
of reasoning fuvors the doubt most decidedly. 
The falling of rain at any one particular 
spot in that vast area immediately fol- 
lowing the exertions of the Morris brothers 
cannot well be regarded as other than a mere 
coincidence. No other of the advocates of ar- 
tificial rain-making have dared. to claim that 
the effect of manipulating the elou is at any 
one spot Gould be felt so far and wide as is 
claimed in this instance, and no amount of 
reasoning can be brought to give a color of 
probability to it now. It is rational to sup- 
pose that the rain would have fallen just the 
same if the professional rain-makers had 
been asleep, or if they had never been born. 


GOLD AND CONFIDENCE RETURNING. 

Including the alloy the weight of 5670, 000 
in gold is about one ton avoirdupois. Hence 
the $1,250,000 of gold received in this city 
last week, direct from Europe, weighs nearly 
two tons. The total amount contracted for 
up to date to come to Chicago is said to be 
about five millions. Against this there have 
gone out in the last two weeks about 25,000 
tierces of lard and large quantities of wheat 
and other produce. All the gold that has ar- 


52, rived, and that which is to arrive, is paid for 


with the food which Chicago has to spare. 
And, in the language of a prominent bank of- 
ficial, the fact means that every depositor of 
$100 and upward can have gold upon de- 
mand. That is the difference between New 
York and Chicago.” 

it is estimated that more than thirty mill; 
ions of gold has left Europe for the United 
States since the middle of last month or is en- 
gaged to come. Most of this goes to New 
York, but will it stay there? The arrivals of 
last week were expected to cause a noteworthy 
-dnereasé in the specie held by the banks of 
that city, and a better bank showing in other 
items. This hope is not honored by the fact: 
The latest statement shows a further widen- 
ing of about $2,600,000 in the deficiency of 
the reserve below the legal limit and an ag- 
gregate deficiency of nearly seventeen mill- 
ions. Nevertheless the price of New York 
exchange has improved, so that it is now at 
but a small discount, and there are additional 
signs of an easier tone in the money market 
of that as well as other cities. 

The men at Washington who are shrieking 
for free céinage of silver dollars at a rate 
which would make them worth little more 
than 50 cents each cannot find much consola- 
tion in this gold- movement, the reasons for 
making it, or the changed feeling due to it. 
If they reason about it at all they must ad- 
mit to themselves, if not to others, that gold 
is required to restore confidence shaken by 
the presence of too much silver, or rather too 
great a valuation of silver which would not be 
a dead weight if allowed to be handled at its 
actual worth. The total gold movement, ar- 
ranged for in the last three weeks, is less than 
one-tenth the face value of the silver dol- 
lars piled up idly in the national 
vaults, to say nothing of the sil- 
ver bullion which is even more idle, 
because much of the paper issued against it 
has been redeemed in gold. The gold is re- 
storing confidence, though some of it comes 
in the shape of bullion. And the reason why 
is not far to seek. It is that the gold is worth 
its face in any part of the civilized world, 
while the silver coins are not worth their face, 
except when circulated under the protection 
of an issuing government which guarantees 
their redemption in the yellow metal. If 
Bland would thiffk of these conditions for a 
few minutes possibly he might see the situa- 
tion in a radically different light from that 
in which it now appears to him. 


THE WORLD’S FAIR MUSEUM. 

The World’s Fair directors have taken a 
timely and judicious step in appointing Direc- 
tor-General Davis, President Higinbotham, 
and Mr. James W. Scott a committee to 
form an organization of citizens with the ob- 
ject of establishinga World’: Fair museum 
of anthropological, ethnological, mineral, and 
other classes of exhibits after the close of the 
Fair period. Whatever action the committee 
proposes in this important matter should be 
taken without delay. It is well known that 
an immense collection of these exhibits will 
be left to the disposition of the public, both 
by States and foreign countries, as it will not 
pay to send them home again, and knowing this 
outside institutions will make an effort to se- 
cure them. They should remain here, not 
only as souvenirs of the great Fair, but as 
objects of educational value and popular en- 
tertainment. 

The housing of them under one roof will 
not be a matter of difficulty. Under the act 
of the last Legislature the South Park Com- 
missioners, if sanctioned by the people at the 
fall election, will come into possession of the 
magnificent Art Building at the Fair grounds 
and a more perfect building for a museum 
cannot be imagined. Again, the Board of 
Lady Managers proposes to build a memo- 
rial structure for the preservation of exhibits 
of woman’s work which may be donated for 
that purpose. This would furnish another op- 
portunity for the preservation of the other ex- 
hibits. There will be no difficulty about the 
building. That will come of itself. What is 
needed now is the Citizens’ Association to 
take charge of the matter and make the 
needed arrangements with the numerous ex- 
hibiters who have intimated that they do not 
wish or cannot afford to take their goods 
home again, where, as a matter of fact, they 
are not needed. 

In a few months at furthest this wondrous- 
ly beautiful aggregation of palaces at Jack- 
son Park will be removed and the great Fair 
will only exist in memory. Under ordinary 
circumstances there could be no compensa- 
tion for such a loss. However much Jackson 
Park might be beautified after these struct- 
ures are torn down it would fall far short of 
its present conditions of beauty and artistic 
architectural. achievement. No reality can 
take the place of this exquisite dream, for it 
is doubtful if the resources entering into its 
2 ever be had again. This is the

adornments of the buildings gles should be 
cared for and preserved as long as possible 
for the use of students and the pleasure of 
the public. It will be ashame as well as an 
irreparable loss to let them go. A museum 
of the kind proposed would be unequaled in 
this country if not in the world, particularly 
in the line of ethnology, anthropology and 
mineralogy, while the fine art exhibit, which 
already has attracted applause at home as 
well as abroad, would be one of the most 
beautiful collections of decorative work the 
country ever has seen. The Directory com- 
mittee should go to work at once and in mak- 
ing up its Citizens’ Association be careful to 
select only those who can realize the impor- 
tance of this great purpose and who have suffi- 
cient taste and public spirit to carry it out in 


a liberal manner. 


JUDGE GARY A“ NATIONAL CANDIDATE.” 

The New York Sun speaks editorially of 
Judge Gary asa national candidate,” and 
says that he ought to be reéiected to the place 
he has filled so long and so well. The New 
York Press, as strongly Republican as the 
Sun is Democratic, uses the same language. 
Dozens of papers outside of Chicago, seeing 
that the judicial contest in this county this 


country are involved, are demanding that 
Judge Gary bo reélected. 

The Sun says: 

Will the Democrats of Chicago nominate him 
for Judge? Will they indorse as fearless, capable, 
public-spirited, patriotic, and praiseworthy his 
action in the Anarchist cases, and thereby rebuke 
the course of Gov. Altgeldin pardoning and re- 
storing to citizenship the survivors of that blood- 
thirsty gang? Or will they sustain the course of 
the Democratic Governor and concur in his views 
and sentiments by nominating a Democrat to 

‘succeed Judge Gary on the bench of the Superior 
Court, where he has so long presided? 

Are they for anarchy or for order? For the in- 
stitutions of the United States, or for the social- 
istic ideas of government which have found favor 
in monarchical lands where freedom is not the 
people's birthright? 

Tue Tripune is compelled to state that as 
far as present appearances indicate the Chi- 
eago machine Democrats will not respond 
to this patriotic appeal. Those Democrats 
are saying: We have the votes and we will 
have the Judges. None but machine Demo- 
crates need apply, and Judge Gary is not a 
machine Democrat. He presided at the trial 
of the Anarchists, but when did he ever pre- 
side ata machine Democratic meeting?

HOW A FRENCH SOCIALISTIC EXPERI- 
MENT ENDED. 

The recent outbreak in Paris had for its 
origin the wrath of the students in the Latin 
Quarter because the police interfered with 
some of their indecent orgies, but before the 
outbreak culminated other elements of Pa- 
risian society were drawn into it, and at last 
its character so changed that the students 
withdrew and left it to the hoodlums, vom- 
munists and anarchists, of whom the gov- 
ernment soon made short work. The out- 
break, however, lasted long enough for the 
testing of a sccialistic experiment and its dis- 
astrous failure—namely: the closing of the 
Bourse du Travail. The New York Evening 
Post has printed a detailed history of the out- 
come ofthis experiment which is of more 
than ordinary interest. 

It was in deference to the trade unions 
of Paris and their claim that they recognized 
the cause of labor that the government es- 
tablished the Bourse, making it a 
great labor exchange for the benefit 
of workingmen, giving them a hall for their 
discussions and offices for their syndicates and 
leaders, and assisting them with liberal sub- 
ventions. For a time some business was 
transacted on the Bourse and the proceedings 
were of a lawful character, but it was not 
long before the demagogues and walking dele. 
gates got possession, and from a home for 
workingmen it was turned into a nest of 80 
cialism and a breeding place of anarchy. 
The conditions under which the Bourse was 
managed were repeatedly violated. Unlawful 
sentiments and threats against the govern- 
ment were heard frequently, and before a 
year passed the Bourse was the hot-bed of 
revolution. 

The recent riot brought forward the crisis. 
The syndicates took part with the rioters and 
denounced the government and its police. 
They were ordered to remain quiet and re- 
fused. The government threatened them 


with expulsion from the Bourse and they re- 


plied they would resist forcibly. The Post 
thus describes the outcome: 

The members of the syndicates found that large 
numbers of “laborers” not of their fraternities, 
but making the inconvenient claim to be equally 
éntitled to occupy the Labor Building, had vol- 
unteorod to assist in the defense and that it was 
impossible to decline their aid. These volunteers 
seem to have favored the view urged by one of 
the syndicate orators that the true place for the 
audience to be was in the Latin Quarter assisting 
the mob. Against this another leader urged that 
their duty was to stay and defend the Bourse. 
Finally, after hours of wild uproar, it was pro- 
claimed that the assembly was to separate into 
two parts, one to join thle mob, the other to do- 
fend the Bourse. But though this assembly ad- 
journed another took its place, and pandemoni- 
um reigned during the rest of the night. 

The following day a squadron of troops in- 
closed the Bourse du Travail, a detachment of 
police entered the building, and its defenders, 
protesting against the despotic act of the govern- 
ment, accepted an invitation to withdraw. They 
are now frantically appealing to the trade union- 
ists to avoid all complicity with the govern- 
ment and to e in a universal strike. But 
the Bourse du Travail is closed. The great hall 
isempty. There remains only, as an epitaph for 
this experiment in socialism, the inscription 
chalked —= a blackboard in this hall: 

: oe c'est le salut!

HOW TO GET GOOD MUNICIPAL GOVERN- 


4 
The Congress on Local Government was in 
session last week at the Art Institute. Its 


members have been presenting various theo- 
ries and remedies for the admitted evils of 
municipal government, but only two of them 
pointed out the real cause of the evil or how 
it could be cured. 

Prof. John H. Gray said: 

We may just as well acknowledge the fact, 
that in ordinary times and ordinary ciroum- 
stances we have Jost all sense of moral- 
ity as regards the public. Is it any wonder, 
then, that men steal directly and indirectly from 
the public? We have no sense of public morality, 
public duty, or public service. Education on 
that side of our nature has been neglected. This 
decline has gone so far that we ate not only de- 
void of moral sense in public matters but have 
even lost the power of ordinary judgment as re- 
gards public service and public duties.” ‘ 

Prof. Gray then gave a picture of the scenes 
daily enacted in the city when the business-men, 
clerks, and men and women of every age and de- 
gree scramble for seats or places on a street car. 
Prot. Gray charged the good citizen and business- 
man with shirking the responsibility of jury 
service, with permitting street car companies to 
keep fares so high that the poor cannot, even 
Sunday, go to the parks with their famfties, with 
allowing gas companies and railroads ver- 
charge the poor. To a man ‘from the Contifiqnt 


more strange than the miracles of the New Testa- 
ment. The business-men who take partin this 
daily scramble, he said, are shrewd men who in- 
sist on getting value received from their neigh- 
bors, but day after day and night after night 
they suffer these things andthen go home and 
keep on voting for thieves and boodlers for Al- 
dermen who not only allow the shameful state 
of affairs to exist but the members of which en- 
rich themselves from the surplus gains of such 
They are men of sense when they deal 
with private persons, but act like driveling idiots 
when they deal with the public or sem-public 
bodies. The failure, he said, to establish decent 
municipal government in America is due to the 
fact that the great body of intelligent citizens 
have failed to realize what their duty is and to 
do it. 

Seth Low, the President of Columbia Col- 
lege, who has had expetience in city govern- 
ment, having recently been Mayor of Brook- 
lyn, in his discussion of the subject said: 

The one cause of bad government most deep- 
seated of all was that good citizens went to the 
polls and nullified each other's votes for honest 
municipal government because they differed on 
national politics. They were partisans before 
they were citizens. The city must be taken out 
of politics, The Mayor needs responsibility as 
well as power. 

Président Low hits the nail squarely on the 
head. The rottenness, extravagance, boodle- 
ism, and failure in administration of munici- 
pal government in Chicago, as in other large 
cities, are due to the prominence of national 
party feeling in municipal elections. Chicago, 
Buffalo, Cleveland, Milwaukee, and nearly all 
large cities except New York have their elec- 
tions in the spring, and they were located at 
that period for the express purpose of elimi- 
nating national politics, and yet national pol- 
itics continually is dragged into them, and 
the tariff, free trade; silver and currency, 
general national party sentiment, and the an- 
tipathies and animosities of two or three gen- 
erations of national party politics figure in 
the city elections instead of the local issues 
which should be the basis of these 
elections. The respective partisans go to 
the polls with much the same sentiments as 
those which characterize the adherents of the 
Pope in their relations to the adherents of 
Calvin, Wesley, or Luther, They are actuated 
by no considerations of municipal politica or 
local reform, and those elected are under no 
obligations to carry out a local policy. 

If the people would disassociate themselves 
from their old party feelings and the best men 
of both parties would eliminate themselves 
from their parties in city elections and act to- 
gether, making the question simply one of 
good government or bad government, they 
could smash the machines, get rid of the bum- 
mers, free themselves from saloon dictation, 
and reform the present abominably corrupt 
municipal service, which costs five times what 
it is worth. They would get a good, econom- 
ical, business-like administration instead of a 
slovenly, wasteful one, and honest workers 
instead of loafers and pay-rolls stuffed with 
partisan bummers paying their whisky bills 
out of the municipal treasury. They would 
get a city freed from smoke, stench, filth, 
garbage, and rottenness. They would have 
tax savers instead of tax eaters to manage af- 
fairs. 

President Low has told the truth, The 
propositions of the other members of the Lo- 
cal Government Congress are purely theo- 
retical and impracticable and would not solve 


put into operation, since the curse of parti- 


sanship still would remain. Mr. W. J. Ona- 
han of this city, for instance, is unquestion- 
ably right when he complains that Councils 
are wasteful of public money, but he is (un- 
questionably impracticable when he submits 
the following remedy: 

We have too many governments and boards 
within the municipality—a county board dupli- 
cating the city work, a dozen town boards, and 
three park boards. A single consolidated gov- 
ernment would effect a great saving LTJ. Annual 
assessments are too costly ; one in five years is all 
that is necessary [?]. Interest on public funds bo- 
longs to the city. Ifthe franchises given away 
in a certain city he need not name in the last 
twenty-five years had been properly cared for 
they would have yielded an income that would 
have reduced taxation one-half. 

New York City has this form of consolidated 
government. Tammany Hall is a single con- 
solidated government. It is absolute in its 
domination. Under its régime the taxpayers 
of that city have been robbed right and left 
and New York has been plunged into a 
colossal indebtedness. The taxpayers are 
bled to enrich the leaders of Tammany. The 
pay-rolls are cranimed with surplas thou- 
sands of lazy, corrupt partisan bummers. The 
10,000 saloons dictate every measure of 
municipal policy anderpenditure. The Tam- 
many chiefs are drawn from three classes— 
the saloonkeepers, the gamblers, and ex- 
penitentiary convicts, and the people of New 
York are helpless, They have a single con- 
solidated government run by so-called Demo- 
cratic politicians upon a basis of boodleism, 
stealing, extravagance, and tax-eating of 
monstrous proportions. 

In this city the local elections have been 
separated from the national elections. The 
Mayor has been given ample power. Boards 
have been simplified and placed under the 
Mayor’s control, and those only have deen 
made separate where it is for the public in- 
terest to have them such, as the School and 
Library Boards, and they are not independent 
of the Mayor. Yet the city government of 
Chicago is as extravagant and wasteful as the 
money at its disposal permits, and the Coun- 
cil is almost as corrupt as that of New York; 
The city pay-rolls are crowded with in- 


“| competent partisan bummers and “ ward- 


workers.“ It is impossible to secure any 
measure of public reform or improvement 
which conflicts with, the pickings and steal- 
ings of the “ ward-workers.’ 

There never will be any change in this 
matter until there is a radical change in all 
the methods of city polities and until the 


‘ 


of Europe, the professor said, the sight would be 
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the problem of municipal reform if they were 
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national politics, and until Democrats and Re- 
publicans disappear as such in local contests 
and law abiding, industrious, honest, com- 
mercial and working men combine against 
the law-defying, lazy, dishonest, corrupt pro- 
fessional bummers and the saloons and gam- 
bling-houses which support them. These are 
the lines upon which the fight for honest, 
economical, business-like government must 
be fought. ‘President Low is right. He has 
found the only solution of the difficult prob- 
lem. Will it ever be adopted in Chicago? If

Elsewhere in these columns there is printed 
a frank and manly statement of the great 
work done by Chicago in preparing for the 
World’s Fair and the unexampled success 
with which the Fair and its exhibits have 
been set forth for the benefit and pleasure 
of the public, made by Mr. Charles T. Root, 
the editor of the New York Dry Goods Re- 
porter. Mr. Root declares that the majority 
of the Eastern press owe Chicago a broad 
apology for the continuously malign criticism 
and ridicule with which they greeted the se- 
lection of this city as the location for the Fair 
and the sneering manner in which they ques- 
tioned Chicagos ability to inaugurate and 
organize such an enterprise.

“SUSTAINING AMERICA AGAINST EN- 
GLAND.” 

The great silver debate in Congress is opened 
and the cause of the silver monometallists is 
being led in the House by Mr. Bland. In his 
speech Friday that gentleman said, among 
other things: 

We do not intend that any party shall survive, 
if we can help it, that will lay its confiscating 
hand on America in the interest of England or of 
Europe. That may be strong language [only 
froth], but speaking to you of the Eastern De- 
mocracy we will bid you farewell when you do it. 
Now, you can take your choice of sustaining 
America against England, of sustaining Ameri- 
can industries and American laborers against En- 
glish industries and English laborers, or of oar 
going apart. For myself, I will not support such 
a party here or elsewhere, but will denounce it 
as un-Democratic and un-American, . . Tou 
cannot hold the Democratic party together on 
that line, etc. 

According to Mr. Bland, the cheap silver 
dollar leader in the House, the question re- 
solves itself into that of England against 
America,“ the statesmen and financiers of 
Great Britain against those of the Western 
world. England is the bugaboo of the whole 
business, Bland thinks the cause of all our 
financial trouble, and the enemy that must be 
fought and routed at any cost. But Mr. Bland 
has omitted to take into account the im- 
portant fact that Britain takes from us three 
times as much produce and other merchandise 
as that nation sells to us. For the fiscal year 
ending in 1892 our imports from Great 
Britain aggregated a little more than 156 
million dollars, and our exports nearly 494 
millions. England therefore is not robbing ”’ 
us nor dictating to us. The balance 
is enormously heavy against that coun- 
try, to the extent of $337,657,- 
000 last year, and she is not 
offering or “‘ demanding” the right to pay us 
in silver bought on the London market at a 
heavy discount from our artificlal coinage 
value of the metal. She is paying usin solid 
gold at its full commercial value, and whether 
it be in eagles, sovereigns, or bars the pay- 
ment is reckoned on the basis of bullion value 


} of the gold. 


When England buys from us our cotton, 
pork products, beef, wheat, corn, petroleum, or 
such manufactures as are wanted by her people 
she pays for every penny’s worth in gold or 
the equivalent of gold. Thereis no offer to 
pay in silver. On the other hand, when the 
British people sell us their goods they reckon 
the value in gold. After having deducted the 
value of the sales from that of their purchases 
from us they pay the enormous balance in 
gold or gold exchange to us. 

Mr. Bland may say they do not send their 
gold here.“ They would do so did we not 
give Latin American countries south of ours 
orders vn the British bankers to pay our ad- 
verse balances of trade with them. 

For the fiscal year ending in 1892 we 
bought from South and Central America, Mex- 
ico, and the West India countries 288 mill- 
ions wortli of their products, mostly in coffee, 
sugar, rubber, and fruits. In the same time 
we sent them only 9714 million dollars’ worth 
of goods, And that important difference of 
191 millions for a single year is due from us 
to American nations which, with the excep- 
tion of Argentina, are all on a silver basis. 
That 191 millions had to be paid to them in 
gold or gold exchange, and in drafts drawn 
on our balance of trade against Britain; and 
even if paid in silver it would have to be 
at the builion value of the metal, the same 
as in the case of gold. The stamp 
ona coin counts for nothing more in inter- 
national commerce than a certification of 
relative purity of the principal metal in the 
coin. The shipments of precious metal from 
oue country to another are weighed on ar- 


rival at the latter, and rated as amounting to 


so many pounds, or francs, or marks, or 
dollars, according to the number of graius of 
the pure metal in the coins or bars. So we 
would gain nothing by paying our inter- 
national trade balances in silver instead of 
gold, as it would only be rated and accepted 
at its bullion value inall other countries, 
while in dealing with a silver- produoing coun- 
try, like Mexico, we should be at the addi- 
tional disadvantage of wanting to pay them 
in a depreciated metal of which they had 
enough already, which would reduce us to the 
necessity of selling the silver to them at a dis- 
count even from its low bullion value. 

No matter what financial policy might be

Gold 
alone is the business. international stand- 
ard everywhere except in China, and 
even in those lands where silver is legal 
tender its value fluctuates with the 
bullion value of the metal in terms of gold. 
Gold is like the sun, which “shines for all“ 
and whose golden beams are welcome every- 
where on the planet, giving light and life all 
over the earth’s surface, On the other hand, 
silver is like the silvery moon, which shines 
only by virtue of the sunlight, and whose 
changeableness has passed intoa proverb as 
the celestial model of terrestrial inconstancy. 
If there is any sense in Bland’s rant it can 
only mean that this country should not allow 
England to pay her enormous balance of 
trade due us on each year’s commerce in gold; 
that we should feel insulted and imperiled 
by having her foree her despised yellow stuff 
upon us, and must repel it at all hazard, and 
that when our merchants draw drafts on her 
merchants for the trade balance in our favor 
to pay the South Americans and West Indian 
heavy balances against us we must insist that 
the Britons shall pay them in silver only, as it 
will be regarded as a deadly insult as well as 
a conspiracy against precious silver to offer 
this payment in gold. That is what Bland’s 
speech seems to mean if ſt means anything 
but froth and fustian of a ranting chariatan.

Negotiations are in prog- 
ress for the right of way east of the river as 
far as Fifth avenue, where the. terminal sta- 
tion is to be placed. : 

The Metropolitan company is one of the few 
corporations that has actually profited by the 
financial trouble. It has been enabled to 
make settlements for property on a much 
more favorable basis than was anticipated, 
and as it had several million dollars in hand 
at the beginning of the present financial trou- 
bles it was in an exceptionally strong position 
to take advantage of the situation.

BY RAIL TO VICTORIA NYANZA. 


The Road Has Been Surveyed and the 
Officials Say It {s Practicable. 

New York Sun: The railroad between the 
Indian Ocean and Victoria Nyanza which was 
surveyed at the expense of the British Gov- 
ernment is likely to be built. The report of 
the surveyors has been published and the 
friends of the enterprise are gratified to hear 
that there are no serious difficulties in the 
way. 

Nearly every enterprise in Africa which 
involves surveying usually brings to light 
some striking errors in the maps. The sur- 
‘ yeyors of the Victoria Nyanza railroad have 
discovered an important error in the position 
assigned to the eastern shore of the lake. It 
has nmade on our maps to extend too 
far east. The result is that the railroad will 
be about 100 miles longer than was supposed 
from the estimates made in 1891. The most 


of the lake has been followed, and it is found 
that the road will be 657 miles long. 
The estimated cost of the projected railroad 
is $11,200,000, or an average of $17,245 a 
mile. The gauge proposed is three feet six 
inches. No tunnels will be necessary and 
nons of the bridges would be considered in 
other countries even second-class in point of 
size. Steel rails, weighing fifty pounds to the 
ard and from thirty to thirty-six feet in 
ength, are recommended, and also steel 
transverse sleepers, each weighing seventy 
unds. It will not be economical and hard- 
¥ practicable to use wood for sleepers. If 
the road is built entirely of steel it will be 
practically indestructible by such mechan- 
ical appliances as are within reach of then 
tives. It is also better to use steel, because 
the custom of firing the grass and the tempta- 
tion to use wooden sleepers for fuel or for 
building huts would expose a line laid with 
timber sleepers to many risks. White ants 
are also numerous, and timber can hardly 
withstand their assaults. 

Only a local traffic is expected at the outset, 
and in order to keep down the working ex- 
penses the surveyors recommend that the sta- 
tions at first be built at least thirty miles 
apart. Additional stations will be provided 
later at such points as the traffic demands. 
The terminal stations will be at Mombaso on 
the coast and at the northeast corner of Lake 
Victoria. During the construction of the rail- 
road a telegraph line will be necessary and 
the large number of workmen employed and 
the constant movement along the line will 
render the telegraph line free from any dan- 
ger of destruction by the natives. The sur- 
veyors anticipate that the construction of the 
railroad will havea revolutionary effect and 
will entirely do away with the Masai raids 
upon the territory adjacent to the railroad. 

For the first two years it is expected that 
the bulk of the labor on the railroad will have 
to be imported from India. It will also be 
necessary to maintain a special railroad po- 
lice force. The route passes through some 
of the richest cultivated districts and the most 
populous regions in East Africa. From its 
terminus on Lake Victoria communication by 
steamboats plying on the lake will connect the 
railroad with the fertile districts around the 
shores and grant the outlet that is so necessary 
for the development of these countries. 
The general average speed of trains is esti- 
mated at twelve miles an hour, including stop- 
pages. On sections with easy gradients, and 
these include the greater part of the line, 
a speed of twenty miles or more may be per- 
missible. When the line is first opened trains 
will be ‘run only by daylight. This gives a 
running time of ten hours, or a total distance 
traveléd each day of about 120 miles. 

The officials take a favorable view of the 
earning capacity of the road. They say that, 
in their opinion, the actual working expenses 
of the road for the first few years would not 
exceed $316,000, and it is probable that the 
road at the outset would be nearly able, from 
the freight and passenger traffic, to pay the 
working expenses. This does not include the 
interest on the investment, and at first there 
would be a deficit on the required amount of 
—— earnings to pay all expenses of about 

300,000 a year. They do not think, how- 
ever, that this deficit would be for many years 
a tat upon the enterprise. 

Great Britain has now assumed the control 
of Uganda, and as the building of this railroad 
is vitally necessary to the developinent of the 
lake region there seems little doubt that the 
Victoria Nyanza railroad will be the next en- 
terprise of the sort to be carried out in Africa.

have painted. 

The Gallery of Versailles is crowded with 
works depicting the triumphs of Napoleon. 

After Horace Vernet, Gros, and Gericault 
came the lithographer Raffet, who may be 
considered the father of the modern school of 
French military painters. Then Meissonier, 
Protais, De Neuville, Detaille, Berne-Belle- 
cour, Grolléron, Amie Morot, and the host of 
others who took up the painting of military 
subjects after the Franco-Prussian war. 

One should have seen service and fought to 
be able to express the emotions which must 


come to a man in’ battle. 

In the French art section at the Exposition 
there is a battle scene by Boutigny, No. 346, 
that shows what is evidently the commence- 
ment of an engagement. Itis early morning 
on a Village square. There is a cool crispness 
to the atmosphere, The pale sunlight is creep- 
ing down the sides of the houses. The water 
plashes in a little fountain under the trees on 
the shady side of the square, and an old yel- 
low diligence stands on the opposite side. 
There are soldiers dashing out past the 
founta:n and others are seen coming down a 
street leading into the square. Some are 
firing from points of vantage. 
A wounded bugler sounds the attack. 
A few have been stricken down already, but 
the fight is young yet. An officer, revolver 
in hand, is firing at a German who lies be- 
neath the diligence and the smoke from the 
windows on the opposite side of the square 
shows that the buildings must be swarming 
with the enemy. The fight is on. It may 
be quick and decisive or it may be sullen and 
stubborn and drag through many hours with 
varying success. No one knows what the day 
may bring forth. 

It is noticeable that in. most French batile 
scenes from the Franco-Prussian war the 
result of the action is generally left in doubt; 
it seems to be the artist’s chief idea to portray 
the valor and courage of his countrymen. In 
the battle pictures of a victorious nation it 
is more often the turning point of a battle or 
the victory accomplis which is represented. 
An example of the latter is Delort's picture in 
the same section, recording one of the strang- 
est incidents in the history of warfare; the 
taking of the Dutch fleet by French cavalry, 
by surrounding the ships while they were 
locked in the igeAnother example is Le Blant’s 
picture of the > Return of the Regiment,“ No. 
549, where a regiment of half starved but 
victorious Republican soldiers clad in rags, 
with sabots on their feet, are welcomed at the 
Clichy gate of Faris by the populace. 

In both these pictures it is the accomplished 
fact of victory which is represented or sug- 
gested. 

It is much the same in the Barricade in 
1830,”’ No. 365, by George Cain, in which a 
regiment of cavalry is shown dashing hope- 
lessly against a barrier built of paving stones, 
carts, barrels, and whatever else the street af- 
forded, receiving the fire of the people behind 
it ond from the windows of houses on all 
sides. . 

There is but one other painting which repre- 
sents fighting in progress and that is the gory 
and repulsive ** Invasion of the Tuilleries by 
the Republicans, Aug. 10, 1792,“ by Henry 
Motte. Itis not only repulsive because it is 
gory, but because there is much bad drawing 
and crude color in it. Moreau de Tours has 
represented Carnot, the grandfather of the 
President of the present repuolic, at the head 
of his troops at the battle of Wattignees. 

Grolleron has exhibited an incident from 
the Vendean war, the capture of a blue or 
Republican soldier by a band of brutish fa- 
natical Bretons. The captors are binding 
him to a tree and insulting him. The picture 
has technical qualities which recommend it. 

The other military subjects in the section 
are chiefly illustrative of garrison life and 
maneuvers, as Eugene Chaperon's Douche 
au Regiment,“ or * Soldiers Bathing, as it 
is designated in the catalogue, No. 376; 
Loustanau’s pictures, Bridge Work at Bou- 
geval,” showing the construction of a pon- 
toon bridge, Presentation of 
the Standard to Recruits”; ‘ Zouaves 
and Fort Soldiers on Duty, by 
Marius Roy; Detaille's illustration in water 
color, designed to show the uniforms of the 
sa ppers of the time of the Second Empire and 
Jeannot's humorous sketch of a company of 
jaded infantrymen marching through rain 
and mud. Delort has gone back into the 
eighteenth century for his ‘* Recruiting Offi- 
cer, No. 414. He appears on horseback 
dressed in a blue and buff uniform, cocked 
hat, and jack boots ina public square where 
there is a fountain, around which are a. num- 
ber of young girls anda boy on horseback. 
The young man seems half inclined to accept 
the officer’s invitation to don a uni- 
form, but looks to one of the Firls 
as if to ask if it would meet her approval. 
Rochegrosse exhibits a small picture, The 
Spoil.“ It shows an Assyrian soldier stand- 
ing guard over a group of female captives 
and a pile of other plunder. It is still plun- 
der which leads nations to go to war, but it is 
rights or territory for which they contend in- 
stead of women and treasure. . 

In the loan collection there is an importan 
picture by De Neuville, The Spy.“ a work of 
remarkable strength, and full of character. 
A Frenchman dressed asa hunter has been 
captured and taken before a. crowd of Ger- 
man officers who are sitting around a table 
where they are finishing their evening meal 
looking on with stolid indifference while the 
search is going on for evidence which will 
bring death to the man who stands before 
them. There is also a Reconnaissance by 
Meissonier and a similar subject by his pupil 
Detaille in this department, 

In the American section there is a notable 
lack of military subjects. De Cost Smith, 
who has devoted much time to the study of 
Indian life, shows a small but interesting pict- 
ure which hangs in the gallery of the north 
court. Driven Back is the title, and it 
shows a party of Sioux emerging from the 
water of a river which separates them from a 
troop of United States cavalry. 

Henry E. Farney shows in a small water- 
color, Got Him,” the manner of settlin 
the Indian question which has always receiv 
the approval of the government. 

Seymour Thomas evidently wished to make 
sure of the acceptance of his picture 
at the Paris Salon when he paint- 
ed his Innocent Victim.“ For what other 
reason should he choose a subject from 
the Franco-Prussian war when so many 
similar and equaliy thrilling incidents oc- 
curred during the Rebellion?

William Brandt, a Pole, echibits a picture 
showing a party of Russian cavalrymen sud- 
denly attacked while they are in the court- 
yard surrounded by low sheds, from which 
they are firing. 

First Cateh Him, Then Hang Him,“ is 
the title of a work by Theodore Rocholl. A 
young hussar pursued by French cuirassiers is 
eaping down a steep embankment where his 
pursuers dare not follow. Franz Adam's 
large panoramic view of The Battle of 
Orleans comprehends too much to make an 
interesting picture. The general effect is 
somber and confused. Jan Rosen has a well- 
executed representation of the battle of 
Stoezek between the Russians and Poles in 
1831. Some other creditable military sub- 
jects in this section are The Flag of Truce,”’ 
by Christian Speyer; Carl Becker's Ve- 
dette, and Werner Such's Parade.“

Several pictures in the Spanish section by 
J. Cusachs and Esteban show the evolutions 
of modern Spanish soldiers. A more inter- 
esting and spirited is the Episode of the War 
of Independence.“ It is a representation of 
the hotly contested action which took place in 
a convent in Saragossa in 1808. The strug- 
gle takes place about a cannon in a narrow 
corridor. In the foreground lies the body of 
a beautiful nun who has been accidentally shot. 
The Triumph of the Holy Cross by Santa 


Mario is a striking subject, but it inspires 


horror rather than admiration. The Knight 
leaping over the living barricade muy bea 
personage known in history, but it is more 
probabie that the artist intended it to be sym- 
bolical of Christianity. In the addition to 
these there is a large painting which is incor- 
rectly labeled *‘ The Journey to Pavia.“ It 
should be The Day of Pavia, the Spanish 
word *‘ Joirnada’”’ meani a particular day 
or a day of importance. The subject repre- 
sented is the capture of Francis I. of France

Since the historic response of Cambronne 
at Waterloo these things have changed. 

Austrian painters have not sent many mili- 
tary subjects. There are two unimportant 
works, The Short Rest by Theodore Breid- 
weiser showing infantry and cavalry resting 
by the roadside, and“ The Peasants’ Rebell- 
ion in Bohemia,“ by Vaclav Kradecky. An im- 
portant painting which might be ciassed asa 
military subject is Brozik’s Defenestration 
of Prague.“ The act of violence which fur- 
nished the subject for this work was the signal 
for the commercement of hostilities in the 
Thirty Years’ War. 

The privileges of the Protestants in Bohe- 
mia had been violated by the Emperor 
Mathias, and the discontented representatives 
of the country headed by Count Thurn went 
armed to the Castle of Hradschine in Prague, 
the residence of the Imperial Counselors 
Martinitz and Salvata. The latter having re- 
fused to comply with the demands of the rep- 
resentatives were thrown from the window 
with their secretary.

The Japanese furnish three spirited battle 
scenes. Un the main Japanese gallery there 
is the battle of Kawanaka Jiwra, an island in 
a river flowing through the Province of 
Sinano. The action is one which took place 
in the time of the Daimios. In the upper 
gallery is the battle of Kobe which 
took place 500,years ago when Masachige 
Kusounoki, a royalist and friend of the im- 
perial family, vanquished a million men with 
an army of 1,000. He afterwards killed him- 
self in order that the people might see how 
much he loved his country. A temple was 
erected in his honor at Kobe. Near by is au- 
other picture which does honor to the powers 
of Maeda Inuchiyo, a man of wonderful 
strength who lived 300 years ago. 

In the Dutch section there aré three pict- 
ures which show the evolutions of soldiers. 
The most interesting is the Artillery Review 
at Utrecht, by Papendrecht van Hoynck, 
in which there is a fine effect of broken sun- 
light on the boulevard where the batteries 
are passing. The other works are by G. H. 
Breitney; one shows a battery coming into 
action on the brow of a hill, and the other is a 
rough sketch of Dutch Cavalry.“ 

Italy's military is rtrayed in a single 
painting by Mancini, No. 211, representing 
the final charge of the Fourth Regi- 
ment of Heavy Cavalry, at the fall 
maneuvers. This regiment is from Genoa. 
In the Italian army there are twenty-four 
regiments of cavalry, each recruited in the 
neighborhood of some important cities. Ten 
of these are heavy cavalry or lancers and four- 
teen are light cavalry. 

One picture by a Polish artist, Ryszkiewicz, 
represents a party of Cossacks reconpoitering. 
The mounted scouts are coming down a hill- 
side overlooking a broad vallwy which is parti- 
allyin shadow. The composition is clever 
and the effect of color pleasing. 

In the Russian section the only military 
subjects which may be recalled are The 
Cossack’s Answer,“ by Repine, and the Mil- 
itary Council at Fily previcus to the battle 
of Moskova, painted by Kiffshenho.”

that has a population of nearly 400,000,000 
and commands some 40,000,000 men capa- 
ble of bearing arms can at least impress 
the imagination. The extent to which it 
has impressed the imagination of Europe 
and America finds testimony in the fanciful 
works that deal with the wars of the future 
and attempt to guess the causes that will 
put an end to the nations of today. In 
most of these works the cinexhaustible 
armies of China supply the foree that over- 
wheims the western nations. 

China asa possible future military power 
may cut an impressive figure, but in the 
present she n not be very terrifying to 
the western nations. The Tonquin war of 
nine years ago did not show her to ad- 
vantage, but it is hinted that great improve- 
ments have taken place since that date. 
Certain it is that China has been buying 
large quantities of modern arms. Rifles 
have beén secured from Europe and Amer- 
ica. Krupp guns line the forts. Chinese 
arsenals are turning out arms and ammuni- 
tion under the direction of German officers. 
Fortresses have been built and the navy 
enlarged. 

Just what is going on behind the wall of 
Chinese exclusion of foreigners can be 
known only vaguely, but from the reports 
that reach the outside world it appears that 
China has not progressed far enough in its 
warlike education to think of competing 
with a large European army. The nominal 
of the Chinese army is 
given be various statisticians at about 
1,000,000 men, but most of these 
are believed to be wretchedly armed 
and little better in the matter of dis- 
cipline than raw levies. The trained force 
is about 100,000 men. This force would 
be formidabie in a contest with France 
by reason of the distance from the French 
source of supplies and the danger that any 
large drain of men to the East would en- 
danger France in case of war in Europe. 
There is, however, no longer doubt that the 
Chinese make tighting material. 
When properly trained and led they lack 
neither courage nor steadiness. The course 
of the Tonquin war and the troubles 
with China that followed it showed that 
the Chinese troops fought the better the 
longer the war continued. They learned 
how to fight from the example of their 
enemies. 

But the main difficulty with the Chinese 
army, accordi to an officer who has 
acted as its instructer, is lack of material 
forcommanders. It is easy, according to 
this authority, to supply non-commissioned 
officers, but it is rare that a soldier develops 
into an officer who could command a regi- 
ment or even a company. If this defect 
continues the Chinese army can never be- 
come formidable. The lack may be su 
plied to a degree by importing foreign offi- 
cers, but a nation that cannot supply officers 
fit for independent or even high subordinate 
commands cannot do much as a military 
power. 


ALUMINUM STREET CAR TICKETS, 


They Are Said to Have Been Proven a 
Great Success in Kalamazoo, 


The latest use for aluminum is for street 
car tickets, and it must be admitted that the 
metal is singularly adapted for the purpose. 
A street railway has just made its first issue 
of these light and ornamental tokens, which 
are about the size of a silver quarter 
dollar. One is round, for ordinary 
fare; the other octagonal, for children. 
The adults’ ticket is sold by the railroad com- 
pany to the public at the rate of six fora 
quarter, and the child’s ticket at the rate of 
ten for a quarter, 

The company does not allow its employés, 
either conductors or motormen, to sell 
tickets to the public, but disposes of them in 
$10 ists to the several storekeepers, who 
handle them exclusively. This method of 
distributing the tickets overcomes to a cer- 
tain extent the difficulties which have 
always attended the sale of tickets by em- 
ploy in. connection with the receipt 
of cash fares.

WEEK ENDING AUG. 12 A LOSING 
ONE FOR THE COMPANIES. — 


Losses Aggregate a Sum Equal to Almost 


Any Previous Seven Days for Six Mosths 
~Chicago’s Total Brought Up to the 
High Notch at the Last Moment by the 
Nelson Morris Fire at the Stock- Yards 
Herbert Warren Comments in an Edi- 
torial Statement. 

The week ending Aug. 12 has been a losing one 
for the fire insurance men all over the country. 
Each day brought its full quota of fires from all 
parts of the ULited States and Canada, and the 
losses aggregated a sum equal to almost any pre- 
vious week for some months. The Chicago agents 
were about to corgratulate themselves upon a 
week of but few home losses when the Nelson 
Morris company warehouse fire sent the record 
sailing up near the top notch. These continued 
losses are beginning to cause many a guess as to 


when the end will be reached, but prophecy has 


80 often failed of late that no one ventures even 
an opinion as to what the next day or week will 
bring forth, 

As near as could be learned last night the in- 
surance loss at the Nelson Morris company fire 
amounted to $102,000. The line carried on the 
plant is reported as $300,000, and nearly every- 
one on the street is interested to a greater or 
less extent. Rumors were frequent during the 
afternoon that the fire had spread to adjoining 
warehouses, but as near as could be learned the 
loss will be on the fertilizing warehouse No. 4, 
with a small loss on adjoining buildings.

Is 
the community so rich that it has to destro 
some of its weaith before there is room for mo

One has reserved to the last the essay on 
Whistler, which in the book is given the place 
of honor. To Mr. Moore this American-born 
but cosmopolitan artist is the god of his idol- 
atry. The eccentric conduct of the author of 
„The Gentle Art of Making Enemies” has 
uzzlei many writers, but the present critic 
professes to understand Whistler both as a 
person and an artist. It seems that the paint- 
er seeks some relief—some safety-valve for 
his eccentricities—when the expenditure of 
nerve force exhausts him. If r. Whistler 
had enjoyed the bull-health of Michael An- 
gelo, Rubens, and Hals the Butterfly Let- 
ters would never have been written. A few 
pounds more of flesh and muscle would have 
made him a Velasquez. 

Mr. Moore gives a nice appreciation of 
Whistler’s portrait of his mother which is in 
the Luxembourg. The engraving is familiar 
in this country. Mr. Moore pronounces it 
the painter’s greatest work in portraiture. 
The following tribute is of exceptional 


warmth: 
We forget relations, friends, perhaps even our 
rents; but that picture we never forget; it is 
orever with us, in sickness and in health; and in 
moments of extreme despair, when life seems 
hopeless, the strange magic of that picture 
springs into consciousness, and we wonder by 
what strange wizard craft was accomplished the 
marvelous ttern on the black curtain that 
drops past the engraving on the wall. We. muse 
on the extraordinary beauty of that gray wall, on 
the black silhouette sitting so tranquilly, on the 
large feet on a foot-stool, on the hands crossed, 
on the long black dress that fills the picture with 
such solemn harmony, Then mark the transi- 
tion from gray to white, and how le ton local 
is carri rough the entire picture, 
from the highest light to the deepest 
shadow. Note the tenderness of that white cap, 
the white lace cuffs, the certainty, the choice, 
and think of anything if you can, even in the best 
Japanese work, more beautiful, more delicate, 
subtle, illusive, certain in its handicraft; and if 
the lace cuffs are marvelous, the delicate hands 
of a beautiful old lying in a small lace hand- 
kerchief are little short of miraculous. They are 
not draw:: out in anatomical diagram, but ap- 
ar and disappear, seen here on the black dress 
ust there in small white handkerchief. And 
when we study the faint, subtle outline of the 
mother’s face weseem to feel that there the 
painter has told the story of his soul more full 
than elsewhere. That soul, strangely alive to all 
that is delicate and illusive in nature, found per- 
haps its fullest expression in that grave old Pur- 
itan lady looking through the refinement of her 
ay room, sitting in all the quiet habit of her 


ong life.

e came inte the room as chirpy and anec- 
dotal as usual, in no way discountenanced or 
put about by the presence of his venerable 
and illustrious sitter. He had heard that the 
Chelsea sage wrote histories which were no 
doubt very learned, but he felt no particular 
interest in the matter. Of reverence, 2 
or intimate knowledge of Carlyle there is no 
trace on the canvas; and, looked at from 
this side, the picture may be said to be the 
most American of all Mr. Whistler's works.

Situated at Wood and West Harrison 
Streets, It Odcupies a Commanding 
Position and Is Admirably Built—S8olid 
Workmanship Prevails < Artistically 
Treated=<All Efferte Made to Render 
the Structure Fireproof=Complete La- 
boratory and Infirmary Rooms. 

The latest addition to the fraternity of med- 
teal institutions in the West- Division is the 
massive structure devoted to the purposes of 
the Chicago College of Dental Surgery, which

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ing which forms a striking contrast to its 
artistic neighbor, from which it differs great- 
ly in ornamental detail, while sufficiently re- 
sembling it to make of the two structures a 
striking and harmonious whole. 

The new building occupies a space of 83x65 
feet, the main front extending along West 
Harrison street. A contemplated addition 
will furnish an additional 85-foot building on 
the Wood street front, making this one of the 
largest and most complete structures devoted 
to medical purposes in the West. The base- 
ment is of rock-faced Bedford stone and all 
above is in light pressed and molded brick, 
with elaborate ornamental work in terra 
cotta. The artistic treatment is such as is re- 
quired by the conditions and surroundings 
and has been most successfully qarried out. 
The doors and upper windows are of Roman- 
@sque design and there is an infinity of elab- 
oͤrately-traced work on moldings and cornice. 
The vast amphitheater occupies the two up- 
per stories and these have been externally 
treated in terra cotta alone. The roof is of 
slate and tile and is surmounted by a vast 
square lantern, by which light is supplied to 
the lecture hall. 

Solidity in the Interior. 


All of the interior work is of heavy mill 
construction. The joists are set in iron boxes. 
and iron laths and metal partitions are used 
throughout. All the floors are of hardwooa, 
finished in Georgia pine and oak, with marble 
Wainscoting for the vestibules and toilet- 
rooms. Every effort has been made to ren- 
der the whole structure absolutely fireproof. 
In the basement is the boiler-room, 37x30 
feet, with all necessary engines and machin- 
ery for heating, nee and lighting ap- 
paratus. Here also are the dynamos for the 
supply of electric lights, and the students’ 
lavatories, all finished in slate and marble, 
The main laboratory, 62x30 feet, practically 
usurps all available space on this floor and is 
the most completely-equipped workroom in 
Chicago. The lower floors are braced on iron 
columns, and the foundations are based on 
the independent pier system. Solid, heavy 
clay forms the substratum, and no difficulty 
was experienced in finding a first-rate base for 
operations, so that the work has progressed 
from the beginning steadily ana without 
hindrance, and no settlement whatever has 
been met with. . 

The tirst story comprises a laboratory 50x 
60 feet, various storerooms, and several large 
apartments devoted to clinical and experi- 
mental purposes. All of these, though plain 
and severe in their fittings, are furnished with 
every modern convenience and utilitarian 
device. The second story is entirely devoted 
to infirmary purposes. A roomy and weil 
ventilated apartment, measuring 60x80 feet, 
occupies all the space not preéinpted by stair- 
Ways and passages on this floor. It is fitted 
with neat beds on the ward plan, privacy 
being obtained where necessary by an arrange- 
ment of screens which effectually inclose the 
inmates of one or more beds from the prying 
curiosity of the chance Visitor. 


Large Class and Faculty Rooms. 


On the third story are the class-rooms, each 
34x48 feet. The fourth and fifth floors are, 
aside from a few 4 devoted to the use of 
the faculty, and 4 small but well furnished 
laboratory, a ge | occupied by the theater 
or lecture hall. This is fitted with seats in 
amphitheater form, and beneath this tier of 
seats is the dissecting room, the largest and 
best lighted in the city. 

Special attention has been paid to the light- 
ing and ventilation of every division of the 
building, which is declared to be a model of 
its kind. The College of Dental Surgery has

And when, tater, they stood side bv side upon 
the trap their conduct proved to me that no 
realization ever came to them of what was 
happening. 

Nearing Their End, 

The men put in the early 2 hours 
in the same manner in which they had occu- 
pied the earlier ones. They played, and sang, 
and smoked and when breakfast came they 
ate a meal that would have appeased the 
appetite of the proverbial hedger. And, then, 
when I, looking still for a touch of sentiment 
for such a scene, reminded them that it was 
their last meal, they merely stared at me and 
went on with their eating. There was no 
sentiment in it for them. 

At 9 o’clock, a few minutes before the as- 
cension to the scaffold, the two men did a 
thing that surprised even me, who had seen 
what stolid wretches they were.

They were simply too ignorant to be able to 
realize the position they occupied and too 
hardened to care even if their terrible state 
had dawned upon them.

OFT-REPEATED STORY OF WESTERN 
PLUOK AND PROGRESS. 


How a Young Man Went to the Kansas 
Frontier with No Capital but an Active 
Brain and Willing Hands-The Lawyer 
and the Banker Who Printed Their 
Cards Before They Had Seen Their Place 
of Business=A Little Story with a Moral 
for Young Men of Today. 


In ͤ the beginning of the frontier, and by 
frontier in this connection is meant Kansas 
and adjacent territory, there was no such 
thing as a tide in the affairsof men, It was 
hit or miss; the man who went West took his 
life in one hand and slim chances ia the other. 
He was liuble to starve to death and be eaten 
by the coyotes; he was liable to swing from a 
branch of a tree, or he might become a lead- 
er in his section, as many of them did, who, 
by pluck and perseverance, mixed with a little 
of that which men call luck, staid, grew up 
with the country, and are now on the pin- 
nacle. 

George R. Peck, solicitor of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé road, is an example of 
the class referred to. While a young man he 
went to Kansas, and Kansas at that day was a 
decidedly uncertain quantity. Peck was a 
poor young man who had everything to make. 
He had selected the Town of Independence as 
his home, With a couple of law books he went 
there to practice his profession. Except for 
its location on the map Peck knew nothing 
whatever of Independence. So far as he 
knew there was not a man in that town but 


was a total stranger to him. 

He had been riding ona day train a great 
portion of a certain day without speaking to 
any one or without any one speaking to him. 
There wasn’t much in the scenery of the 
country at that time to entertain a traveler, 
and the daily press and such literature as is now 
sold on the trains were then unknown in that 
section, so that Peck had nothing in that line 
to assist him in whiling away the time. He 
broke the monotony of his travel by walking 
forward to the smoking car and there sat 
down beside another traveler who appeared as 
lonesome as himself. There was not the 
same brotherhood between travelers in those 
days as now. These two men traveled for 
several hours before either spoke. 

On the Same Mission. 

Finally the unknown man said to Peck, 
Where are you going? 

Independence, Peck replied. 

Live there!“ 

Going to live there, replied Peck. Then 
there was another pause.

Having progressed thus far there was an- 
other pause. The stranger made the next ad- 
vunce. What business are you going into 
in Independence!“ he asked Peck. 

Peck had some cards in his pocket which 
he had printed before leaving home and one 
of them he handed to the stranger. The card 
contained the information that George R. 
Peck was an attorney at law in Independence, 
Kas. The stranger had some cards in his 
2 which he had printed before leaving 

or the West. One of them he handed to 
Peck. It contained the information that the 
stranger was a banker in Independence, Kas. 

After he handed Peck the card he said, 
„We want to handle your account.“ 

Peck replied, “‘ I may want a banker, but 
you certainly will need a lawyer.“ 

And thus the two men formed an acquaint- 
ance. In a few days both were embarked in 
their respective lines of business. ‘The banker 
knew nothing of Peck’s legal attainments or 
of his record. Pedigrees in those days didn’t 
count for much in that country. Peck knew 
nothing of the banker. He did not know that 
he had enough money to start a bank. He 
— — be engaged in the wildcat business. If 
either had any suspicions of the other it was 
kept dark 

uch meetings in an unknown and untried 
country beget confidence. For some time the 
only business Peck had was such as the bank 
gave him. He fulfilled the advertisement in 
the country in that he did his business with 
prom ptness and dispatch. One day the banker 
told Peck that he wanted to go to the 
nearest land office. He told the lawyer that 
the office was located in a wooden town fifty 
miles distant and that there were no means of 
reaching the place,except to go on horseback, 
The business was one which involved a 
monetary consideration, and owing to the 
uncertainty of travel in that section the 
banker told Peck that it would not be safe for 
him to carry any more money than was 
actually n to provide food for him- 
self and horse. But he gave Peck a letter of 
credit which authorized the lawyer as attorney 
for the bank to draw for whatever amount of 
money he saw fit. 

True to His Trust. 


Thus equipped the lawyer hired a horse and 
started across the prairie. He reached the 
land office after fatigue, transacted the busi- 
ness satisfactorily, and returned. On the 
letter of credit given Peck he could have 
drawn a sufficient amount to have stranded 
the new banker at Independence at one blow 
had the lawyer been constructed on the same 

rinciple as many who have come after him. 

e incident here related is doubly interest- 
ing at the present time as showing that not- 
1 of the reckless th that 
have been rged against the West in the 
last quarter of a century that section was 
peopled in the beginning with an honest and 
trustworthy class. 

Clients were few and far between in the 
days when Peck’s sign swung in the Kansas 
breeze. Nota single lawyer in Independence 
in those days was able to sustain himself by 
his practice alone. The signs of attorneys at 
that time would make humorous paragraphs 
if they existed today. One lawyer added. to 
the announcement thathe was an attorney 
the information that he was agent fora cer- 
tain sewing machine company. It was not 
an unusual thing for others to be 1 in 
insurance and real estate business. r. Peek 
recalls one sign in particular which he noticed 
soon after his arrival in Independence and 
which afforded him amusement in some of 
the lonely a which he passed in his new

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SIRENS OF THE LAKE. 


THEY WILL soon SING THEIR AN- 
THEMA OF THE FOG. 7 


Progress of the Work on the Steam Fog 
Whistles and Flash Lights=By October 
Chicagoans Will Have Cause to Re- 
member All the Foggy Nights—Signals 
to Guide the Mariner When the Lights 
Are Obscured=Good Work of the Gov- 
ernment Engineers on the Outer Pier. 

In less than three months the new fog horns 
and lighthouse signals will be at work off the 
lake front. The blasts of these fog horns and 


the flashes of the signal lights will exceed in 


volume and penetration any now established 
at the ports on the great lakes. After a long 
series of setbacks and delays the government 
has the work in such condition that it will be 
ready to turn it over to practical use before 
the season of lake navigation closes. The 
date set is early in October. The - lighthouse 
being erected in connection with the fog sig- 
nal is a handsome structure of massive stone, 
that occupies a prominent position near the 
southeast end of the new outer breakwater: in 
Chicago harbor. The tower proper will stand 
seventy-three feet above the level of the water 
and will be twenty-three feet in diameter. From 
the pinnacle of this will be operated the huge 
flash light, while on either side of the main 
tower are two lesser towers. each of which will 
contain blast fog horns capable of rendering 
eight distinct blasts per minute. The fog horns 
may be heard on an evening with reasonably 
clear atmosphere at a distance of twenty-eight 
miles, and the signal lights under similar cir- 
cumstances may be seen eighteen miles 
distant. , 

It was these fog horns that were so bitterly 
and successfully fought by the citizens of 
North Chicago for a great many years, but 
finally in 1888 the officials of the Treasury 
Department at Washington overruled the ob- 
jections that were so freely tendered and 
authorized the inauguration of the work. As 
the tower stands in the lake off Chicago 
avenue, it was alleged that the harsh shrieks 
of the fog horn, which ofttimes would neces- 
sarily be run three or four days in succession, 
would make life a burden to those citizens of 
the North Side who reside in the vicinity of 
the lake and south of Lincoln Park. The 
residents of the Lake Shore drive were at the 
head of the movement, and received the ed. 
operation of the ter portion of those re- 
siding south of Lincoln Park and east of La 
Salle avenue. Several delegations were sent 
to -Washington, and at a time when it was 
thought that the question was safely shelved 
for an indefinite number of years the de- 
partment officials advertised for bids and 
commenced the work, much to the disappoint- 
ment of the before mentioned Chicagoans. 

Immense Big Whistles. 

The fog horns have been constructed 
especially for this harbor on an entirely new 
plan and will be a novelty in their o tion. 
The old style consisted of large oval shaped 
horns, but these it has been ascertained could 
only be heard at long distances in the direct 
wake of the sound, and during a dense fog the 
mariner was often deceived as to ces, 
and even at times, according to location, was 
absolutely unable to hear the warning signal 
at short distances. The horns to be located 
here are more in the nature of immense 
whistles, and may be heard with equal distinct- 
ness upon all sides. It ia to be a duplicate 
plant with separate towers which are located 
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seem to be most needed.

AN EXECUTION IN SIAM. 


Startling Description of the Beheading of 
a Wife Murderer. 

New York Sun: A Siamese named Ai Tone, 
who murdered his wife because she had for- 
saken him fora lover, was executed by de- 
capitation, the method bearing a close re- 
semblance to the Chinese and the spectators 
showing the same eager and unsympathetic 
interest in the proceedings and the same 
haste in quitting the scene of blood the 
moment the victim’s head was looped off. 

Ai Yone wasa young Siamese who lived 
near Phraptoom with his wife. About four 
months ago she suddenly decamped with a 
handsomer man. The husband tracked the 
pair like a bloodhound, never leaving their 
trail till he ran them down in a house where 
they were hiding. The lover escaped, but the 
woman was overhauled as she was flying and 
was horribly slashed with a sharp knife, no 
less than eighteen riggs 7 being made by the 
maddened husband. 6 was caught red- 
handed and convicted. He never showed any 
fear when sentenced, but he refused to see his 
mother because he said the sight of her grief 
would unnerve him. 

The execution was set for 9 in the morning. 
As early as 5 o’clock the prisoner was led out, 
heavily manacled. He formed the central fig- 
ure in ah imposing provession of officials of all 
the State departments dressed in their richest 


robes. The whole party took boats and went 


up the river to the execution grounds. The 
condemned man was among the coolest in the 
crowd, chewing betel and apparently enjoying 
the early morning boat nde. 

On the grounds a temporary altar had been 
erected, and before this the seven superbly- 
built executioners, with drawn swords, made 
offerings of boars’ head, fowls, rice, etc., and 
lighted large tapers. n the swords were 
anointed. The condemned meanwhile re- 
mained on the funeral barge where Buddhist 
priests gave him the last rites. He smoked 
and chatted after the ceremony and never 
showed any sign of weakness. 

At last he was brought outin front of the 
altar and placed on freshly cut plantain 
leaves. The executioners asked his pardon 
for killing him, after they had wound red 
sashes about their body and placed red hand- 
kerchiefs about their heads. A snow-white 
cloth was wound around the condemned man’s 
loins, his ears were stop with clay so that 
he should not hear the sman’s footsteps 
as he came behind him.

The seats are made of cane, as being more 
conducive to cleanliness. All the paneling 
of the cars is solid ma ny. 
Three splendid-looki lamps in each car, 
each lamp having four burners, will furnish 
light by the Pintsch gas system.

The signal and switch tower for the bridge 
is located on the west side of the bridge and 
will be operated by the interlocking system. 
At this point will be stationed the man who 
will. give the signal toa train to cross, and 
the mechanism is so arranged that he cannot 
signal to a train to go across if there is 
another train approaching the bridge on the 
other track. 

Eight Trains in Ten Minutes. 


At the eastern termina! the facilities for the 
easy dispatch of trains will be such that 1 — 
trains can be sent out every ten minutes. Out 
at the other end of the road, from Rockwell 
street to Kedzie avenue, four tracks are to be 
laid, the two central ones being for the stor- 
age of cars.

Worcester and 
Dunbar had placed Scotland at Cromwell's 
feet, but Dunbar would have ruined Cromwell 
but for the Scotch ministers and their more 
than papel pretensions. Desperately divided 
by the feuds of protesters, remonstrants, 
resolutioners, by the insane fanaticism of the 
Covenant, Scotland really was conquered by 
the unconquerable Cromwell. But his was 
rather a personal than a national victory, and 
his dominion was fated to end with his life. 
For the rest Bannockburn had settled the 
uestion, had won Scotch independence of 
ngland with all the good and all the evil 
which flowed from that triumph. 

Whether Edward I. or the Scotch were 
technically and legally right as to the claim 
of supremacy is a question which historians 
may argue forever. The Scotch at least were 
determined not to allow supremacy to end in 
loss of nationality. They fought for free- 
dom and honor, and they won. Bannock- 
burn, unluckily, separated them from the 
wealth, the | ing, and the comparative 
order and law of the larger country. They 
were thrown into the arms of France, a 
of evil consequence. Their French allies 
they never heartily liked nor trusted. Asa 
rule France was willing but unable to help 
them; the winds always fought for England, 
even till 1745. Protestant winds 
kept blowing; a Jacobite wind would 
never blow in the latter ages; and in the 
earlier the winds were always for England. 
When the French did land an auxiliary force 
north of Tweed, the Scotch hated, envied, and 
nearly starved their allies. Their young men 
were cut off from English schools and univer- 
sities. Their art was a rude imitation of the 
French. From the days of St. Margaret to 
the date of Bannockburn all the elements of 
learning and civilization had come to Scot- 

from England. After Bannockburn 
Scotland lived on the infrequent crumbs from 
continental tables. Again, the excommuni- 
cated Bruce was lo cut off from the 
church, with all the thrice and four times 
perjured veg 7 who had been his most val- 
uable allies. hen he did win for Scotch 
Kings the right to be anointed, that essential 
ceremony of coronation, Scotch Kings had, 
asa consideration, to take the oath of extir- 
pating heretics.

This, in the phrase of Mait- 
land of Lethington, was“ a devout imagina- 
tion.“ Knox left Scotland anarchic, a prey 
to bloodthirsty -nobles, like the mur. 
derer of the bonny Earl Murray, like 
the heroes of the Auchindrane series of 
reer Bothwells, Gowries, and 
a o rest of the sanguinary and lawless in- 
triguers. Scotland ad 4 * 
civilization and peace after she was merged 
in the fortunes of England, after the King 
was safe from the frantic fanaticism of her 
Melvilles and the unscrupulous ambition of her 
Bothwells, Hamiltons, and Lennoxes. Then 
the religious wars broke out again, and but for 
Cromwell, Charles II., and William of Orange 
the land would have seen an endless battle of 
covenanting Kilkenny cats, resolutioners, pro- 
testers, and the rest of them.

It is assuring to receive from the lips of 
science a consolation which poetry had already 
conveyed. idea here expressed was 
clothed with music by Swinburne in the last 
verse of his poem, Ex-Voto”’: 

Peace with all graves on earth 
For death or sleep or bi 
Be alway one in worth 
One with another; 
But when my time shall be 
O, mother! O, my sea, 
Alive or dead, take me, 
Me too, my mother. 

It is clear that the mercifulness of nature 
does not serve the purpose of the playwright. 
Action is the great desideratum on the boards, 
and d is perforce made dramatic. There 
must a certain _conventionality in 
all — that is, the spectators 
must see effects which they have been ac- 
customed to associate with certain causes. 
Yet the public is already reconciled to a 
closer truth than it formerly recognized in 
the matter of picturing the galloping of 
horses. Photography a few years ago re- 
vealed the strangest and most unconventional 
positions.. Artists like Remington have ac- 
cepted the truth that science discovered, and 

radually people are getting over the incre- 
dulity with which they regarded the new pict- 
+ ures. It is always a question of taste how 
much of truth is artistic. If an actress who 
swallowed strychnine were to roll about the 
stage — er hands on her stomach her 
actions would be true eto nature, but no as- 
semb would tolerate such a spectacle. 

Nearly all the actresses who have appeared 
as the heroine of Shakspeare's Romeo and 
Juliet“ have treated the symptoms of a seda- 
tive as if they were those of a violent poison. 
After the sleeping potion they almost invari- 
ably fell on the stage with a thump instead 
of going to bed quietly, as they suould have 
done—because the Friar had explained the op- 
erations of the drug. Margaret Mather used 
to su all her sisters in sensationalisin. 
She had a flight of steps built to the win- 
dow at which Romeo disap ; and it was 
her custom toward the end of the 
soliloquy in the potion scene to take her 

rch on these steps, and there drain the vial. 
The liquid had the effect of a stroke of 
lightning. The actress dropped as if struck 
by a thunderbolt, rolled to the bottom of the 
steps, and not content with that kept on 
rolling until she rested in the middle of the 
stage. The curtain then descended and the 
audience abandoned itself to wild applause. 


How Bullets and Knives Cut. 


It is not necessary to follow Dr. Edson into 
his analyses of different kinds of death, such 
as that caused by a bullet through the heart. 
The particulars would iuterest only medical 
students. In r the doctor says 
that the majority of people who have been 
shot through the heart have jumped high in the 
air, waved or the arms, turned partl 
around, and fallen. Short bursts of s 
are not uncommon in unfortunates who get 
the coup de grace in this manner: 

It is common enough to see Othello fall down 
as he reads the line: 

And smote him, thus!“ 

The Moor is sup to have stabbed himself 
to the heart, but, from a physician's standpoint, 
the fall is absurd. The same objection is per- 
tinent when Brutus kills himself. In each case 
the death is meant to be dignified; nor am I per- 
fectly certain that audiences would tolerate any- 
thing else. In point of fact, however, you can 
understand from what I have already written 
tat it would be impossible for any man to con- 
trol the refix action of the other nerves when 
those of the heart are so suddenly disturbed, and 
with this would come the involuntary movement 
of all the muscles, the greater again dominati 
the acnon. A man stabbed tothe heart wou 
act in much the same way as one shot, nor would 
it be possible for him to prevent it. 

Heart disease is a favorite form of making 
the final exit on the boards. In the majority 
of cases death is like nothing so much asa 
faint or synco The form which affords 


angina pectoris. In this disease there is in- 
tense pain, the sufferer walking up and down, 
moaning or sae Spe ing the arms about, 
and sometimes ting the chest with the 
clenched fist. In some instances convulsions 
ensue. In r kind of death Dr. 
Edson tells a story 
in its eruelty and which cannot fail to awaken 
conjecture in theatrical circles, 
An Awful Episode, 
An actress in New York, having to rsonate 
death by heart disease, went to her re yom to 
t from him some directions. He told her he 
d a patient who had angina pectoris and 
asked the actress to come to his office on a cer- 
tain day. When she came he had his patient, a 
poor woman, there. He ordered the patient to 
run up stairs as fast as possible, giving some ex- 
éuse. This the woman did and brought on there- 
by an attack of the disease. She suffered and 
depicted the agony of the seizure while the act- 
ress watched her carefully and she nearly 
in the attack. It does not palliate 
the monstrous cruelty of this rformance that 
the actress gave the woman a hundred dollars.

The symptoms of disease which, according 
to god — writer, are best known to act- 
ors actresses are those of epilepsy.

A picture by J. W. Waterhouse, the En- 
glish painter, which was bought recently for 
$2,500 by the Art Gallery of Adelaide, Australia, 
upon the recommendations of the artists 
Poynter and Sir Frederick Leighton, has been 
most unfavorably criticised by the Australians. 
A correspondent of the South Australian Register 
alludes to it as an abortion, and another, a cler- 
man, says: 

The hideous and inartistic picture of Circe— 
hideous in its coloring, without an atom of 
poetry in its composition, and inartistic in a 
high degree; in fact, its drawing is utterly dis- 
graceful. The wooden figurehead style of the 
whole thing is lamentable as a sample of English 
art. In short, the face, hair, and figure, the col- 
oring and drawing, with scarcely an exception, 
are alike to be deplored.”

In England he achieved a recognition that has 
had a direct outcome, a general and increas- 
ihg desire for more music of this style, and 
Bohemian opera will shortly be heard in Lon- 
don. The fresh originality and naturalness of 
Dvorak’s music, as well as the varying rhythm 
and color, combined with classical form, give 
to it worth as well as popularity. His first 
opera, owing to the strong impression that 
Wagner’s work had made upon him, proved a 
failure. Striking out in new lines and rewrit- 
ing the work some years later it won popular- 
ity because of the national tinge and original- 


ity it displayed. Bohemia, Russia, and Po- 
land, nearly allied in folk music, 
and yet each with distinct traits, 
have afforded material for the success of many 
modern composers. It is, however, notably 
evident that that success is greatest in each 
instance where the composer treats themes of 
of his own land. Liszt, Tschaikowsky. Dvor- 
ak, have each given to their work the vital 
significance of local color through this very 


fact. 

Dr. Dvorak’s theory, which, in this 
present instance has the advantage of being 
obtained from the composer personally, is 


this: 

„Every nation has its music. There is Ital- 
ian, German, French, Bohemian, Russian; 
why not American music? The truth of this 
music depends upon its characteristics, its 
color. Ido not mean to take these melodies, 
plantation, Creole or Southern, and work 
them out as themes; that is not my plan. 
But I study certain melodies until I become 
thoroughly imbued with their characteristics 
and am enabled to make a musical picture in 
keeping with and partaking.of those charac- 
teristics. The symphony is the least desira- 
ble of vehicles for display of this work, in 
that the form will allow — 1 of a suggestion 
of the color of that nationalism to be given. 
Liberty in this line is never allowable. Opera 
is by far the best mode of expression for the 
undertaking, allowing as it does of freedom 
of treatment. My plan of work in this line is 
simple, but the attainment is subtle and difti- 
cult because of the minute and conscientious 
study demanded and the necessity to gras 
the essence and vitality of the subject. 
have just completed a, quintet for stringed 
instruments, written lately at Spielville, Ia. 
The quintet will be played in New York dur- 
i e winter. In this work I think there 
will be found the American color with which 
I have endeavored to infuse it. My new 
symphony is also on the same lines—namely : 
an endeavor to po characteristics, such 
as are distinctively American. At present I 
have studying with me in New York seven 
pupils; next year I shall have a much larger 
number. 1 take only those far advanced in 
composition ; that is, understanding thorough 
bass, form, and instrumentation. The 
inost promising — gifted of these 
pupils is a young Westerner, Stratthotte by 
name, a native of St. Louis. A suite of 
„Creole Dances written by him, and which 
contain material that he has treated in a style 
that accords with my ideas, will be given in 
New York during thewinter. Gottschalk also

Among the families that our society has 
been helping for two years is one the head of 
which was one of the best bartenders in our 
town.

When Henry Watterson and 
Henry Ward Beecher stood up together in 
Brooklyn and declared that the tariff must 
come down, because there was nothing else to 
attack, it was manifest to the world that at 
least two practical natures had tackled the 
monstrosity. Not a business voice was raised 
on the subject. 

At the conference, which was ‘attended by 
David A. Wells, Francis Walker, Samuel 
Cox, I think, and several more, appeared Jo- 
seph Hawley,and when the hat went round 
for contributions of speech Hawley said: 

„Gentlemen, I agree with you that there 
are abuses in this ultra-high tariff, but the 
currency question is a much greater abuse 
than the tariff.

Currency and Not Tariff. 


Hawley got very little thanks for his sug- 
gestion, yet I have lived to see the time, 
after a quarter of a century, when between 
attacking the tariff and nurturing a muddy 
currency we have brought the country into 
the condition of panic.
